WAR ON GRASSHOPPERS 


Insects’ Invasion of Morocco 
Crops Is Worst in 
- History. 


MARRAKECH, Morocco, Dec. 22. 
(United News.)—The inhabitants of 
the arable fringe of the desert are 
slowly winning their terrible fight 
against the scoprge of millions of 
grasshoppers, moving in clouds which 
lacken the sun and devastate the 
crops upon which the desert inhab- 
roe and their flocks depend for 
00 


The grasshopper invasion of Moroc- 
co is the worst in history, the clouds 
of insects heading north. in search 
of food and water, because of the un- 
usually dry winter. Their origin is 
indefinite, but most of them seem to 
have come from the Rio D’Oro and 
the valley of the Niger. 

_ The first clouds started early in 
November, and for nearly two months 
the natives and French troops have 
been fighting the plague. Trenches 
were dug across the path of the in- 
sects and every night oil poured in on 
the grasshoppers there. The hole 
was then set afire. 

Large areas of white cloth are laid 
down to attract the insects and as 
they Settle on it, they are scooped up 
and put into 2 and carted to the 
nearest railroad {stations. Gatherers 
~ ey - mayer picked up 1,239 

ags full and those at it- 
1308 bags Ait-Zeltan 

The troops attacked the pests with 
flame throwers and burned thousands 
of tons. 

Often the clouds of grasshoppers are 
two miles wide and their coming can 
be heard five miles away. Parts of 
the cloud break off and drop on every 
bit of green vegetation. 2 

One of the principal causes of dam- 
ages was the tearing of telephone and 
electric wires by low-flying clouds. 
The weight of insects settling on the 
wires bore them to the ground.

21 Divisions Proposed. 

Canadian-owned roads in the United 
States were treated separately by the 
commission, these being divided into 
two systems, making 21 grand divi- 
sions actually outlined. 

The Canadian National would head 
one, operating the Central Vermont, 
the troit, Grand Haven and Mil- 
waukee, the Grand Trunk Western, 
the White River, the Woodstock, the 
Indiana Northern, and the South Buf- 
falo, the latter two under partial in- 
terest. 

The Canadian Pacific would be the 
key line of the other foreign system, 
and it would control the Spokane In- 
ternational, the Minneapolis, St. Paul 
& St. Marie, the Duluth, South Shore 
& Atlantic and the Mineral Range. 

The plan of the commission is not 
compulsory upon the carriers, but is 
merely directory and is intended as a 
general guide for future consolida- 
tions with the burden of proof upon 
the carriers to show that they should 
be permitted to consolidate along lines 
other than those laid down in the 
report, 

As is pointed out in a concurring 
statement of one of the commission- 
ers, there is not even “any assurance 
that authority will be sought to carry 
out the consolidation which it pro- 
poses” and the plan “is very little 
more than a procedural step.”’ No 
consolidation for which it provides can 

accomplished, it was added, with- 
out further hearings and decision on 
the particular issue involved.

“For the most part,” he continued, 
“I think that it emanates from finan- 
cial circles which are likely to reap 
large profits from the mere process 
of putting the roads together. Further- 
more, there ig reason to believe that 
the country is becoming considerably 
alarmed bgf’the progress of consolida- 
tions and uwnifications among indus- 
tries in general. It is feared that 
control of industry is rapidly passing 
into a few hands, with the danger 
that we shall become predominantly a 
nation of clerks and subordinates. 
Perhaps this process is inevitable in 
some lines of industry, and it may 
eventually be the fate of the railroads. 
But there is so much doubt about its 
wisdom that I see no reason for ac- 
celerating the process in the case of 
railroads.” 

The commissioner, dissenting from 
the eastern grouping, said he woyld 
use either the Clayton act or the Shér- 
man anti-trust act to “pry” apart the 
Norfolk & Western and the Pennsy!- 
vania. Under the same procedure he 
said he would dissolve the stock con- 
trol which the New York Central and 
the Baltimore, & Ohio exercise over 
the Reading. Control of the Wabash 
system by the Pennsylvania also 
would be eliminated by the commis- 
sioner, and he would also “end com- 
mon contro¥ of the Chesapeake & Obio 
all the proposed Erie system.” 

Commissioner McManamy, recently 
elected chairman of the commission 
for next year, said.in general -he con- 
curred with the plan of the commis- 
sion because “under the Jaw a plan is 
required before any consolidations may 
lawfully be made.” | 

“But we should not,” he said, “in 
order to open the door to lawful con- 
solidations, propose consolidations 
which are themselves unlawful, and 
that I think we have done.” 

Describes Conditions, 

McManamy pointed out that serv- 
ice to shippers has never been &o sat- 
isfactory, that car-miles per day are 
the highest on record, that dealers are 
said to be carrying smaller stocks be- 
cause they can renew without delay 
and that the principal eomplaint 
shippers now have is with respect to 
the level of rates, and improved serv- 
ice is steadily robbing that complaint 
of its force, he added. 

“In view of the conditions above 
described,” the commissioner said, ‘‘the 
question naturally follows, how will 
public interest be promoted by the 
ereation of such huge systems as are 
here proposed.” 

Commissioner Taylor, who retires at 
the end of this year, also dissented in 
part, particularly in reference to the 
proposed consolidation of the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern prop- 
erties. 

Differing radically from present 
usage, the commission proposed that 
all railroad terminal properties should 
be thrown open to all users on “fair 
and equal terms so that every indus- 
try on whatever rails located shall 
have access to all lines radiating from 
that terminal, and every line carrier 
reaching that terminal shall similarly 
have access to all terminal tracks 
within the ternimal area.” 

At present terminals are owned in 
most instances by the pioneer road 
in that section or a combination of 
roads with other users paying for the 
privilege. The commission pointed out 
that for years access to terminals has 
raised questions associated with such

DIES AT MONTGOMERY 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 21.— 
The long career as a public fig-. 
ure of Henry Delamar Clayton, judge 
of the middle federal district of Ala- 
bama, a former congressman and dem- 
ocratic national committeeman, end- 
ed in his death this afternoon after 
an illness of three weeks. He was 
72 years old. 

Stricken shortly after he had re- 
cused himself from presiding over the 
trial of A. M. Brown, Eufaula bank- 
er and relative of the judge, who sub- 
sequently pleaded guilty to embezzle- 
ment, Judge Clayton was admitted to 
Hill’s hospital for treatment of a 
malady which was aggravated by an 
anemic condition. He responded to 
a blood transfusion and returned to his 
home 10 days ago, but three days lat- 
er he returned to the hospital where 
he died. 

Judge Clayton while a congressman, 
as chairman of the house judiciary 
committee, framed the anti-trust act 
bearing his name. He was elected to 
the house from the third Alabama dis- 
trict in 1897 and was re-elected to 
the seven succeeding congresses. He 
retired from the house with his ap- 
pointment to the federal judiciary in 
May, 1914, by Président Wilson. 

Prior to his career in national pol- 
itics which began with his election 
in 1888 to the national democratic 
committee, Judge Clayton served his 
home county of Barbour as register 
in chancery and as legislator. 

Judge Clayton was widely known 
as a jurist. Possessing a keen sense 
of humor, he ever represented himself 
as taking the bright side of life al- 
though he was strict in preserving or- 
der in his courtroom. 

Judge Clayton was born February 
10, 1857, in Barbour county, Ala- 
bama, the son of Henry D. and Vic- 
toria Virginia Clayton. His father, 
a Confederate general, was killed dur- 
ing the Civil War. 

After attending the county schools 
he entered the University of Alabama 
where he received his A. B. and 
LL.D. degrees from the University

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Ceremony Marks Fif- 
tieth Anniversary of 
Pontiff’s First Mass. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 21.—(h)— 
Pope Pius XI today celebrated his 
“golden mass,” the fiftieth anniversary 
of his first mass, before an immense 
congregation in St. Peter's. There 
were nearly 70,000 persons present, 
filling the great cathedral. 

The ceremony was much more elabo- 
rate and colorful than the mass that 
the pontiff said yesterday in the 
Cathedral of St. John Lateran, in 
Rome, when he was attended in a 
simple setting by a small group of 
invited ecclesiastics. The pope left 
Vatican State territory for the first 
time to go to St. John Lateran, thus 
ending the long period of self-imposed 
confinement of the popes. 

The pope was borne into St. Peter’s 
on the “sedia gestatoria” to the strains 
of the silver trumpets of the noble 
guards, When he appeared the con- 
gregation broke into cheers of “Rey- 
viva Il Papa” (long live the pope).

» years old, manufacturer and socially 

_ prominent New Yorker, whose body 
was found yesterday along the tracks

A suit for $500,000 brought against 
the former boxer by John H. Fogarty, 
one-time Fort Worth plumber, who 
charged that Tunney’s promise to wed 
his wife influenced her .to obtain a 
divorce from him,. is pending.

The Sunday School Horse is no 
more’ “Old Roanie,” a living tradi- 
tion of the Martha Berry schools at 
Mount Berry, Ga., near Rome, for 
more than 27 years, is dead. He died 
from old age the ‘Tuesday before 
Thanksgiving of this year, and he 
now is being mounted by a taxidermist 
to remain a symbol of that early strug- 
gle to realize the dream of the famed 
institution as it stands today. 

Old Roanie it was who aided Miss 
Martha Berry back in the first years 
of the institution's history. He pulled 
the dilapidated buggy which carried 
Miss Berry and her melodeon from 
Sunday school to Sunday school in the 
mountains—the foundation of the pres- 
ent world-renowned schools. It was at 
this time that the phrase, “The Sun- 
day Lady and the Sunday Horse” was 
coined, 

When the schools had grown and 
the Martha Berry schools began’ to 
be known over the country for the 
work done with the mountain children 
of north Georgia, Old Roanie was re- 
tired to a green pasture as a reward 
for his faithful services. Despite this 
life of ease he remained spirited un- 
It often

on the rare occasions he was taken 
from his pasture. 
Idol of Students. 


The horse was the idol of the stu- 
dent body and one of the traditions 
of the institution. When he lost his 
teeth, years ago, he received as much 
attention as an incapacitated human 
being and was fed with specially-pre- 
pared bran mash, 

Each year, on January 13, Found- 
ers’ Day, Old Roanie was called from 
his life of ease and became feature 
event on the program, as one of the 
original founders. He would be hitched 
to the old buggy, and with Miss Ber- 
ry attired ih the clothes popular at 
the time of the school’s beginning, at 
the reins, a stately drive would be 
made between long parallel lanes of 
students, the boys on one side and the 
girls on the other. 

This last January Old Roanie, ap- 
proaching his 37th birthday, made his 
last canter before the student body. 
Miss Berry was away from the schools 
all last week and no statement could 
be secured from her, but the officials 
of the school were of the opinion that 
this ceremony may not be done away 
with. It is possible that the mount- 
ed animal may be pulled between the 
ranks of students, or that the buggy at 
least will be used to carry on the tra- 
dition. 

When the horse died orders were is- 
sued to have his body mounted. It is 
the plan to have the mounting com- 
pleted this week, and it is possible that 
some program may be arranged either 
at present-or at commencement time 
for the presentation of the horse to 
the schools. Miss Berry was away at 
the time of the beloved animal's death. 

Knowledge of History. 

When it became known that Old 
Roanie was dead many persons tele- 
phoned to the school and professed to 
have a knowledge of his early history. 
One man stated that his father had 
possessed the horse and sold it to an- 
other. This man the sold the horse 
to Miss Berry when he became “shy” 
of electric wires after stepping upon 
one and receiving a severe shock, he 
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ALMA RUBENS FREED 
FROM INSANE ASYLUM

Alma Rubens, once prominent on the 
stage and motion picture screen, has 
been released from the state insane 
asylum at Patton, Cal., to which she 
was committed last June as a narcotic 
addict, :

Miss Rubens was committed to the 
state institution on a complaint sign- 
ed by her mother and her husband, 
Rieardo Cortez, motion picture actor. 
Previous attempts to treat her at pri- 
vate institutions and at Spadra, an 
institution for men, but.nearer to her 
home than Patton, in which she was 
placed by special dispensation, failed. 
She escaped from the Spadra institu- 
tion. 
Neither the former actress’ mother 
nor her husband, during her confine- 
ment in Patton, gave up hope that she 
eventually would recover. A month 
ago they told of plans for her release, 
and for an ocean voyage to restore 
her health.

“T am coming out of the hospital 
a new Alma Rubens. I shall devote 
all of my time to the work of going 
back on the stage and screen a better 
actress,”

Hugenberg and his followers in the 
nationalist party, who at great ex- 
pense of effort mustered a little over 


4,000,000 votes on October 30 for the 
anti-Young plan plebiscite, will to 
morrow face the tfemendous task of 
persuading nearly 21,000,000 German 
electors to vote in favor of the anti- 
Young plan law. : 

The law was decisively defeated in 
the reichstag récently, but as it had 
been approved by more than a tenth 
of the electorate at the time of the 
plebiscite, a countrywide referendum 
had to be held. 

There has been very little to indi- 
cate that the German people are 
anxious to approve a measure that 
would punish as traitors the officials 
of the government who had anything 
to do with approving the Young plan, 
from President Von Hindenburg 
down. 

Even the greatest optimists in the 
Hugenberg group do“not expect a vie- 
tory, and the chief interest of ob- 
servers in tomorrow's referendum is 
in seeing whether the split within the 
nationalist ‘ranks will prevent Hugen- 
burg from rallying even 4,000,000 
votes at the polls. To make the ref- 
erendum a law nearly 21,000,000 
votes are necessary, 

A special polling booth has been 
installed in a restaurant close to the 
reichstag building to enable the na- 
tionalist members to vote early. Many 
of them planned to register imme- 
diately after the stroke of midnight.

| Faced with a mystery as baffling as 
| that of ships disappearing at sea, the 
war department searched today for 
any clue that might explain the crash 
of the giant Fokker airplane that 
carried a member of congress and four 
companions to death as they started 
home for Christmas. 

The views of every person at the 
army airport at Bolling field who had 


| any knowledge of the accident were 


sought by the investigating board but 
so far none have been able to tell 
what made the ship, powered with 
_three sturdy motors, falter and plunge 
to the earth. 

As the inquiry proceeded, a congres- 
sional committee appointed shortly 
after The accident arranged to attend 
the funeral) services for Representa- 
tive William Kirk Kaynor, who was 
starting for Springfield, Mass., to in- 
spect a national guard unit and be 
with his wife and six children for the 
hanging of stockings on Christmas 
Eve, when the plane crashed to the 
ground. 

Those killed with him were Captain 
Harry A. Dinger, a veteran pilot, who 
had more than hours in the air 
in tri-motored ships; Stanley B. Lowe, 
the congressman's secretary; Arthur 
A. McGill, who was associated with 
the republican national committee, and 
Charles (Viadimir) Kuzma, the me- 
chanic. 

While the bereaved families pre- 
pared for a saddened Christmas, Sena- 
tor Hiram Bingham, 81, Connecticut, 
a World War aviator and president 
_of the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion, made a personal inquiry and 
ealled on the nation not to be dis- 
couraged over aviation. 

“T looked into the disaster very care- 
fully,” he said, “and I talked both 
with eyewitnesses and those who had 
talked with eyewitnesses. It is one 
of those almost unaccountable acci- 
dents that will happen.” 


The board of inquiry, composed of 
Major R. A. Hale, Captain Ernest 
Clark and Lieutenant Ronald A. 
Hicks, followed their preliminary sur- 
vey of the accident with interviews of 
eyewitnesses but opinion prevailed 
that the explanation of the tragedy's 
cause may have perished with the 
jlot. A report of the board's find- 
ngs is expected to be complete with- 
ing three or four days, for announce- 
ment just before or after Christmas. 

F. Trubee Davison, assistant secre- 
tary of war for aeronautics, for whose 
use the plane had been set aside, also 
conducted a personal investigation and 
sent messages of sympathy to the rela- 
tives of the men who were killed. 

That the giant monoplane bad start- 
ed to twist in its earthward dive was 
established from the wreckage. The 
right motor was buried several feet 
into the ground, the central engine 
was flush with the earth, while the 
left motor appeared to have been cast 
upward. 

Senator Bingham, after his personal 
injuiry, said: “TIT regard the plane as 
the safest ever built. The pilot was 
one of the best in the service. Those 
who saw the take-off said it was nor- 
mal. Yet suddenly, without motor or 
structural failure, the machine went 
into a nose dive. 

“The Fokker plane 1s constructed 
to guard against spin, but the machine 
had only redched an altitude of 300 
feet ae § there was not room enough 
for it to right itself. 


“They were climbing and it was 
very dusty. It might be that some- 
thing happened to the pilot—that he 
went into a faint. It might be that 
an unusual gust of wind struck the 
nose of the plane. 


“I feel that everything was. done 
that should have been done. It is very 
unfortunate that there is no clear 
idea of what happened and _ there 
probably never will be since all in 
the plane were killed. 

“We must not be discouraged. 
we had become discouraged in 
early days of ocean navigation. 
Wouldn't have advanced. We are used 
to accidents on sea and on the roads, 
but we are not used to spectacular 
accidents of the air. 

“The army record for last year 
showed more flying and fewer killed. 
We are making steady progress. 

“If I had to send my hovs to Con- 
necticut tomorrow ina hurry, I would 
rather send them in an airplane than 
over the road.”

WASHINGTON, Dee. 21. 
The unexpected opposition of several | 
senate dry leaders to the policy of 
secrecy adopted by President Hoover’s 
law enforcement commission was met 
today by absolute silence from both 
the White House and the commission 
itself. 
If either Mr.. Hoover or George W. 
Wickersham, the commission chair- | 
man, intended to reply, they were!

guarded, and in many quarters of the | 
capital the opinion was expressed that | 
the question must be settled by con-. 
gress without the guidance of a public | 
utterance from. either. 

Senator Harris, of Georgia, and | 
Senator Glass, of Virginia, both dem- 
ocrats, have served notice that they 
would seek to withhold funds for the 
continuance of the commission unless 
some sort of a repoft on its activities 
is made, 

Harris is the author of a resolution 
under which congress would ask Presi- 
dent Hoover to obtain a report from 
Chairman Wickersham to be passed 
on to the legislators on Capitol Hill. 

Glass contends that the commission 
is failing to give sufficient attention 
to the main purpose for which com- 
mission funds were authorized—the 
investigation of prohibition enforce- 
ment. 

“IT am going to insist,” he said, 
“that before we appropriate another 
dollar that the commission or the 
president make some report to con- 
gress on what it proposes to do.”” 

Senator Harris is of the opinion 
that the commission does not intend 
to make a report until four years 
have elapsed. He asserted that “every 
enemy of the prohibition law is in 
favor of this commission staying just 
where they are, acting behind closed 
doors and conducting their delibera- 
tions for years.”

STALIN IS HONORED 
BY RUSSIAN PRESS 
ON 50TH BIRTHDAY 


MOSCOW, Dee. 21.—(#)—Soviet 
Russia today celebrated the fiftieth 
birthday anniversary of Joseph Stalin, 
secretary-general of the central com- 


mittee of the communist party and 
generally regarded as the strongest fig- 
ure in the soviet union government. 
Responding .to the many greetings 
and congratulations sent him, Stalin 
made publie the following message: 
“There could be no doubt, comrades, 
that I, in the future as in the past, 
will be ready to give to the cause of 
the laboring class, to the cause of the 


protetarian revolution and to world 
communism all of my strength, my 
ability and, if necessary, all of my 
bleod, drop by drop.” 

Newspapers throughout the -country 
devoted almost their entire issues to 
praising the political position and 
policies of Stalin: Communist groups 
throughout the world joined in the 
observance.

Final plans for erection of the 
first unit of the 20-story Louis Dink-

“I am advised that it is not prob- 
able that revenues coming into the 
treasury will warrant the governor in 
making any further payments on the 
general appropriations to the public 
school system before January 1. He 
said: 

Payment on Loan. 

“T am also advised that a part 
of the~- three-and-a-half-million-dollar 
loan against the public school appro- 
priations will be paid by or before 
January 1. After this loan shall have 
been paid or reduced the governor 
then will have a legal borrowing pow- 
er for the schools against the 1930 ap- 
propriation to the extent of such 


reduction. 

“From the best advice that I can 
get I see no early prospect after Janu- 
ary 1 for further payments to the 
public schools except through the 
governor’s constitutional borrowing 
power until the new sources of reve- 
nue created by the general assembly 
begin to bring funds into the treas- 
ury.’ 

The notes which Dr. Duggan refer- 
red to, which become due December 
31 and January 1, total $2,664,000. 
They were made last spring. 


Duggan’s Letter. 


Dr. Duggan’s letter follows: 

“So many urgent inquiries are 
daily coming in that it is necessary 
to answer by circular letter.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(4)— 
Retention of the battleship as the 
keystone of the American naval fject 
will be a policy of the American dele- 
gation to the London naval conference 
next month. 

Secretary Stimson said today that 
he was one of those who believed that 
capital ships were still the core of 
a fighting sea fleet, but that the Unit- 
ed States would approve a reduction 
in capital ships in the event this was 
agreeable to the other sea powers, 
Great Britain, Japan, Franee and 
Italy. 

Although Stimson did not go inte 
details regarding the method to at- 
tain reduction in this category of ves- 
sels which the United States would 
support, it was the impression in of- 
ficial circles that the United States 
would favor the Japanese desire for 
a postponement of replacements until 
1936. 

Former Premier. Reijero Wakatsuki, 
chief Japanese delegation to the con- 
ference, disclosed after leaving Wash- 
ington, where the Japanese delegates 
conferred with American officials 
this week, that Japan would back a 
proposal at the conference for a com- 
plete holiday in replacement of capi- 
tal ships, as provided in the Washing- 
ton arms treaty. 

Another method fov reduction in 
capital ships would be by an exten- 
sion of their age-limit from 20 to. 25 
years and a reduction in the tonnage 
limit, now 35,000 tons, as provided in 
the Washington treaty, to 25,000 tons 
This method, however, would not have 
to be considered in the event the Jap- 
anese plan for a building holiday was 
adopted at the conference. In that 
case no ships would have to be built 
before 1936, when another conference 
will meet to consider against the dis- 
armament question. 

Commenting on the French desires 
to have the work of the London con- 
ference closely linked with the League 
of Nations, Stimson explained that it 
has been a policy of the American 
government that American naval prob- 
lems are separate and distinct from 
the league. He said that a reduction 
in sea forces was hoped for as a re- 
sult of the conference, in order to ful- 
fi the purpose of the parley which 
he described as the elimination of in- 
ternational friction by the halting of 
competition in naval building. 

Official circles view the possible 
agreement of the London conference 
to be a final one so far as the United 
States is concerned. The attitude is 
that a naval agreement along the 
lines now planned should be taken by 
the league preparatory disarmament 
commission as a settlement of this 
phase of the disarmament question, 
with land and sea disarmament to be 
considered from that ‘point. 

The appreciation of the Japanese 
delegation for the courtesy extended 
to them by the United States govern- 
ment during their visit to Washing- 
ton was expressed by Mr. Wakatsuki 
in a telegram today to Secretary Stim- 
son.

Varying in size from a tiny frag- 
ment weighing but a third of an ounce 
to a massive casting with the, crush- 
ing weight of 86,000 pounds, 25,000 
parts of a mighty machine to produce 
electric energy for Georgia’s industrial 
progress are being designed, manufac- 
tured and assembled in the vast shops 
of the General Electric Company at 
Schenectady, N. Y. 

Like the mobilization of a great 
army is the building of this modern 
machine, far more powerful than any 
living thing which ever stalked the 
earth in the days of prehistoric mon- 
sters, which will put its shoulder to 
the wheel of Georgia industry next 
year. 

This great producer of energy now 
under construction is the 100,000- 
horsepower steam turbo-generator 
which will be installed in Plant At- 
kinson, steam-electric generating sta- 
tion being built by the Georgia Power 
Company on the west bank of the 
Chattahoochee river near Atlanta. 

In some ways a task of even great- 
er skill and precision than the con- 
struction of the big building which will 
house the mammoth machine, the con- 
struction of the great generating unit, 
exceeded in wer-producing capacity 
in Georgia only by the total force 
of the six hydroelectric generators at 
Tallulah Falls, is progressing piece by 
piece in the shops hundreds of miles 
distant from the site where steel and 
concrete are rising beside the Chatta- 
hoochee. 

As intricate in design and as finely 
balanced as a Swiss watch, this great 
machine, with the strength of 8,000,- 
O00 men, is almost terrifying in its 
massive size. The task of building it 
is one of minute pretision, requiring 
the services ef hundreds of men and 
the expenditure of months of time. — 

First of all, 1,600 drawings to speci- 
fy each unit of the great whole are 
Each drawing must be cor- 
rect to miscrometer precision. 

These drawings, representing many 
hours of work, call for the manufac- 
ture of 25,000 individual “nts many, 
such as bucket blades, being dupli- 
cates. Kach part must fit exactly the 
specifications called for, or it goes 
back to be remade. 


In building a-machine to weigh 


'985,000 pounds with a balance as fine 


as that of a watch, even the tiniest 
fragment must be able to stand its 
full share of the strain and thrust of 
the giant rotor whirling around at 
the speed of 1,800 revolutions a min- 
ute. Nothing can be left to chance. 
When each of the 25,000 parts has 
been manufactured and assembled the 
‘inished generator will be connected 
to steam mainsand to a condenser ex- 
actly similar to the way in which the 
unit will be installed at Plant Atkin- 
son. 
While trained eyes and instruments 
far more accurate than any eye watch 
every part the steam will be turned 
on and the generator will be put 
through its paces, just as if it were 
being called in service to carry the 


‘entire electric power load of Atlan- 
| ta.

By these exhaustive tests approxi- 
mately six weeks in the time required 
to complete the installation is saved. 
Arriving at the plant the generator 
will be re-assembled, tested again and 
then turned over to be placed in 
service of Georgia's industries and 
homes.

In Gainesville District 


Chicopee Mill Community 


Perfectly Designed for 

Health and Comfort. 
Many Activities for Pac- 

olet Mills’ Employes.

This is the last of a series of week- 

ly articles carried by The Constitu- 
tion in conjunction with a section of 
rotogravure pictures for the purpose 
of giving the public a true account 
of the actual living and working con- 
ditions in some of the leading cotton 
mills in the south. The rapid indus- 
trialization of this section of the coun- 
try in recent years has brought with 
it a marked increase in the manv- 
facturing population and much propa- 
ganda has been spread by various 
agencies regarding the manner in 
which these people are being treated 
in their comparatively new surround- 


. ings. 


s The writer has visited more than 
a dozen cotton mills in Georgia and 


Alabama, the manufacturing plants of 
five of the largest textile concerns in 
the southeast, for the purpose of mak- 
ing personal observations of condi- 
tions, and nowhere has there been 
seen ary evidence of a lack of sym- 
pathy and interest on the part of 
mill managers and executives for the 
welfare of those beneath them. 


Previous articles have dealt with 
the Bibb Manufactnring Company 
mille at Macon, Porterdale and Co- 
lumbus, Ga.; the Callaway mills at 
LaGrange, Ga., and the . Avondale 
mills at Birmingham, Pell City, Syca- 
more, Sylacauga and Alexander City, 
Ala. In each of these communities 
there has been more than sufficient 
proof to show that a positive, de- 
termined effort was being made to in- 
‘sure a high standard of living for the 
residents of these communities, 


Conditions at Gainesville. 
Today's atticle will deal with the 
New Holland mill of the Pacolet Man- 
ufacturing Company, the Gainesville 
mill which is affiliated with the same

Generally speaking, opponents of 
the existing status of the southern tex- 
tile industry are divided into two 
classes; those who are convinced that 
nothing is being done for mill em- 
ployes along social service lines and 
those who do not approve the prin- 
ciple of social service activities. No 
attempt will be made here to enter 
inte any controversy on the latter 
int, the sole object being to give a 
first-hand description of how these 
people live and work, to tell® some- 
thing of the efforts being made to 
improve their lot in life, if such ef- 
forts are being made, And such ef- 
forts are being made in the mills vis- 
ited by the writer. 

Taken as a whole, the Chicago plant 
just outside of Gainesville, Ga., is 
one of the most remarkable mill com- 
munities on the globe. This state- 
ment is made, of course, without a 
great deal of positive knowledge con- 
cerning industrial units in Europe and 
elsewhere but it is a fact that many 
people from points even more distant 
than Europe have been to Gainesville 
for the purpose of examining this mill. 

The mill buildings and the surround- 
ing dwellings were all constructed 
with the thought in mind that “Clean- 
liness is next to Godliness,” and noth- 
ing was overlooked in the attempt to 
provide clean, healthy surroundings 
for the operatives both in their work 
and their home life. 

Some 40 years’ experience in the 
manufacture of medicinal supplies by 
the Johnson and Johnson Company 
of New Jersey was utilized in the 
planning and construction of this plant 
which has only been in actual opera- 
tion a short time. 

The mill building is nearly a fifth 
of a mile long and more than 200 
feet wide and is constructed of red 
brick with white tile trimming. Com- 
pletely surrounded by well kept lawns 
and paved sidewalks, it presents a 
picture which is absalutely foreign to 
the average conception of a cotton 
mill and the inside view is even more 
remarkable. Here 40,000 spindles are 
kept busy preparing cotton far hun- 
dreda of looms and here again clean- 
liness is the keynote. As remarkable 
as it may seem, the walls of the build- 
ings are faced with white tile, a ma- 
terial selected, it was explained, be- 
cause of the ease with which they 
could be kept clean and because they 
make for better lighting conditions. 
Thousands of windows insure perfect 
ventilation and specially designed 
overhead lights make night work pos- 
sible without any glare whatsoever. 
Heat is supplied from a spotless boil- 
er room which uses oil for fuel. The 
most modern machinery was installed 
throughout from the opening room on, 
and the usual countless overhead pul- 
leva and belts are conspicuous by their 
absence as each machine is driven by 
an individual electric motor. 


Ideal Working Conditions. 


Special attention was given to the 
construction of the floors, the roofing, 


. 


an incinerating plant for disposing of 


‘waste and garbage. 


Modern Brick Bungalows. 

Tt is the houses of the workers, 
however, which present the most un- 
usual picture, for they are all brick 
bungalows of varying sizes, entirely 
modern throughout and each one 
equipped with automatic electric hot 
water heaters. In addition, a large 
majority have electric stoves and elec- 
tric refrigerators. 

Each house is surrounded front and 
rear with neatly kept grass lawns and 
shrubs and flowers ep to beautify 
the picture. The sidewalks and streets 
are all paved, and all electric wires 
are under ground. Every: detail was 
carefully planned in advance and the 
whole project carried out not with 
the idea of spending as little as pos- 
sible but with the idea of doing every- 
thing possible to create a community 
which would not be lacking in any 
respect. 

Officials of the company readily 


admit that the capital necessary for! 


. 


the Chicopee projects could have been 
materially reduced if the plans had 
not called for tile walls and modern 
machinery in the factory, paved 
streets and sidewalks, brick houses, 
and a modern water supply system 


jin the village, but they did not think 


that it would have been a good in- 
vestment. The health and happiness of 
employes was given primary consid- 
eration, 

A good many thousand dollars could 
have been saved if the building which 
houses the clinic had been omitted 
from the original plans. As it is, 
Chicopee village is equipped with ev- 
ery modern convenience in this struc- 
ture which houseg a complete operat- 
ing room, a department for giving vio- 
let ray treatments, another for the 
care of infants, another for keeping 
a complete health record of everyone 
in the eommunity and still others 
which have as-their object the pro- 
motion of a healthy community in- 
habited by healthy people. 


Cleanliness the Motto. 


It is only natural that the full and 
complete co-operation of the people 
concerned should be expected in a 
program of this kind and at this point 
it might be well to quote from a pub- 
leation of the company which is self- 
explanatory. 

“We therefore expect the workers 
and the residents of Chicopee to keep 
the mill, the streets and houses clean 
as well as ‘to keep clean in person. 
Cleanliness is, of course, largely a 
subject for personal attention but the 
Chicopee nurses are always glad to 
help in matters of household cleanli- 
ness and personal hygiene. A nurse 


vals and offers her suggestions for the 
betterment of any bad condition. 


As for cleanliness in the mill, the 
workers are expected simply to put 
on their freshly laundered working 
uniforms and to keep clean the things 
they work with while following mill 
rules and the direction of their super- 
intendents, 

“We furthermore expect all parents 
of the village to, exert proper control 
over their children; to bring them 
up both wisely and well: to send them 
to school regularly; to feed them well 
and to keep them clean in mind and 
body 

“Finally, we expect workers and 
their families to keep well. Eat plenty 
of good food and drink plenty of 
good, pure Chicopee water. Breathe 
plenty of fine, clean air. Get plenty 
of refreshing sleep. Bathe frequently. 
Take plenty of healthy exercise and 
report immediately to the trained 
nurse any sickness or ailment which 
may be developed by any member of 
the family.” 


The Pacolet Mills. 


_In considering the community ac- 
tivities of the New Holland and 
Gainesvile mills of the Pacolet Manu- 
facturing Company of South Carolina, 
it can truthfully be said that here 
again is a large textile organization 
which has a definite conception of the 
importance of the human factor in a 
corporation of this kind. Having this 
conception, the executives of the com- 
pany have built up an industrial re- 
lations department for the purpose of 
caring for and promoting the welfare 
of operatives and their dependants in 
every phase of their lives. 

A list of these various activities 
might be of some interest in showing 
the scope of this work, Organizations 
at the Pacolet mills, which are di- 
vided into eight divisions, are as fol- 
lows: Religious — Churches, Bible 
schools, mission study classes and 


church societies; health—Day nursery, 


clinics, Little Mothers’ Club, home 
nursing classes, nutrition classes, first 
aid classes, home sanitation and baby 
care; educational—Day schools, night 
schools, vocational classes, continua- 
tion classes and homemaking classes; 
musical—Orchestras, brass bands, 
drum and bugle corps, midget bands, 
harmonica bands, mandolin elubs, 
choral clubs, church choirs and male 
quartets; social—Recreation associa- 
tion, Girls’ Club, Dramatie Club, 
Young People’s Social Club, organized 
Bible classes and young people's 
church organizations: civice—Com- 
munity service council, Boy Scouts, 
Community Aid Society, Home Beau- 
tiful Clubs, Junior Red Cross, Junior 
Citizens and Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions; athletic—Baseball, basketball, 
volleyball, athletic clubs, swimming 
clubs, bowling, gymnasium classes 
and folk dancing classes. In addition. 
practically all the national fraternal 
orders are represented.

Fine School Facilities.

Big Recreation Hall. 
The mammoth recreation hall which 
stands just across from the school 
building provides a headquarters for 
most of the social activity of the 
community. Here are found facilities 
fo: almost every form of indoor ath- 
letic activity as well as club rooms 
for men and women’s clubs which also 
serve as a place for dances and simi- 
lar functions. 

An enormous basketball court is 
the scene of many a hard fought game 
as well as instruction in various types 
of group dancing. Perhaps one of 
the most popular sections of the build- 
ing, however, is a 60-foot white tile 
swimming pool which is equipped with 
facilities for heating the water and 
the room as well making swimming 
an all year round sport. At sepa- 
rate ends of the pool are located lock- 
ers and shower baths, dressing rooms 
and the like. In addition to all this 
there are bowling alleys, pool tables, 
library facilities and, in fact, almost 
every convenience one could wish. 

Thus it is educational and recrea- 
tional advantages are to be found in 
great abundance, but the list has not 
yet been exhausted. The matter of 
health is also of prime importance and 
for this there are skilled, doctors and 
trained nurses who work under their 
direction. Then there are clinics 
where expert medical attention is al- 
ways available. Classes are conduct-

Beneficial Results. 


It follows almost of necessity tux 
such a plan of action must show many 
beneficial effects in the life of the 
community and the records of many 
men and women who have grown up 
in these surroundings are ample proof 
of this. The fact that many now 
hold important positions in the com- 
pany is significant in itself, and in 
addition to these, still more have gone 
into various professions and have 
taken their place in life in many 
other ways. 


In conclusion, speaking for the 
mills which have come under the per- 
sonal ‘observation of the writer, it is 
safe to say that those in authority 
have a definite sense of the responsi- 
bilities of their positions and are mak- 
ing conscientious efforts to improve 
the living and working conditions of 
those in their employ. 

These articles have dealt mainly 
with social service and industrial re- 
lations activities in the various com- 
munities visited. One outstanding 
fact may be cited which probably ap- 
plies to cotton mills in general. The 
general public regards work in a tex- 
tile mill as being of the “sweat shop” 
variety and there are doubtless many 
tasks which are monotonous and con- 
fining. For the most ‘part, however, 
it is the machines which do the work 
and it is the job of the. operative to 
see that the machine keeps running 
and nothing else. Those familiar with

Supplies of wheat on ocean passage 
are now reduced to only about two 
weeks’ normal needs of European 
countries, and it appears certain that 
stocks of wheat abroad have been 
heavily curtailed. In some quarters, 
the prediction is made that a definite 
announcement the farm board will buy 
up wheat in the United States on a 
considerable scale, and hold the wheat 
off the market, would have the ef- 
fect of setting a match to a powder- 
keg, as without the American surplus 
importing countries apparently can- 
not get through the season unless 
wheat reserves in all other countries 
are exhausted. 

On the other hand, there is no 
blinking the fact that although Ar- 
gentina and Australia combined prom- 
ise to have 200,000,000 bushels less 
wheat to export than last year, world 
shipments of wheat have been far be- 
low normal for many weeks, and that 
netwithstanding this situation Enu- 
ropean buyers have been able to main- 
tain an attitude of indifference. Un- 
der such circumstances, a majority of 
wheat traders here have leaned more 
and more to the bear side of the mar- 
ket, and prices for a week past have 
shrunk on an average more than a 
cent a bushel a day. : 

Declines in prices for corn and oats 
are ascribed wholly to wheat weak- 
ness. Limited receipts of corn and 


-heavy feeding of livestock on farms 


have been brought about by wide- 
spread storms. With only one excep- 
tion, the total supply of corn and 
oats available is the smallest in more 
than 13 years.

and merchandising issues, notably 
Montgomery Ward, were driven. to 
new low levels for the year.

Tax Selling. 

_ So-called tax selling was estimated 
in large volume, as this year provides 
the first real opportunity to sell stocks 
at low levels to establish losses for 
income tax purposes. Owing to the 
rather uncertain business outlook, sell- 
ers feel fairly confident that they will 
be able to buy back their shares after 
the 30-day limit at levels not far from 
those at which they are selling. The 
stock market has reached its highest 
level of the year in December in four 
out of the past five years, which has 
obviously given little opportunity to 
establish losses around the year end. 

As banks’ loapis on securities have 
declined but moderately, in contrast to 
the enormous curtailment of brokers’ 
loans, it is believed that banks have 
been liquidating weakly held loans 
rather liberally. The condition state- 
ment of weekly reporting member 
banks, appearing for «the previous 
week, was more favorable than the 
brokerage loan statement for the same 
period for the first time since brok- 
ers’ loans began their precipitous de- 
cline. This week’s brokerage loan 
compilation, however, disclosed a drop 
of $39,000,000, more than cancelling 
the $33,000,000 gain of the previous 
week,

There are numerous imitations of 
ancieit Buddhas, but very few are 
still preserved that were of the Chien 
Lung period. According to the many 
followers of Buddhism, in East and 
Central Asia and India, a Buddha 
is a human teacher who appears from 
time to time in the world and 
preaches the true doctrine, returning 
to earth at times when the original 
truths have been corrupted. Accord- 
ing to present day authority the origi- 
nal Buddha was born about the year 
586 GB. C., and was the son of a 
chief of the Sakiyas tribe, which to- 
day has direet descendents in India. 
Many wierd statures have been made 
of Buddhas, and each century has its 
own individual style personified in 
these images, which were considered 
sacred for so many centuries.

Mrs. Burnett, a pioneer clubwom- 
an, was a leader among women, and 
assumed her responsibilities in the 
community in which she felt a deep 
interest. She was cultured, highly ed- 
ucated, while her viewpoint on wom- 
an’s position in the world, and’ her 
general outlook on life was far ahead 
of the time in which she lived. Com- 
pleting a keen and alert mind, she 
had an excellent collegiate and musi- 
cal education, which equipped her for 
her work in the cultural life of the 
community. She was a charter mem- 
ber of the Woman's Reading Club, 
serving as president for two terms. 
It was during her administration that 
the City Federation of Women’s Clubs 
was formed, the Reading Club being 
one of the instigators of the move- 
ment as well as a charter member. 


Mrs. Burnett was the mother of 
seven children, one of whom is Mrs. 
P. J. Williams, of Columbus. She 
was the author of many little poems. 
written generally on the occasions of 
joy or sorrow in the homes of her 
friends. Many of these little poems 
are prized treasures in the scrapbooks 
of Columbus people. It was at the 
suggestion of a member of the Reading 
Club that the Columbus Woman's 
Club House Association was formed, 
and so it is particularly fitting that 
Mr. Jordan should have chosen this 
building to house the memorial for his 
sister.

“Christmas greetings to the Fed- 
eration of Woman’s Clubs. As ‘the 
happy holiday season approaches, may 
I call attention to the conservation 
of our native evergreens, and plead 
that ‘good will’ be extended to our 
friends of the forests? I also ask 
that every club woman voice her pro- 
test against the wholesale digging. of 
our native plants and the promiscu- 
ous destruction of these plants of 
our woodlands. I quote herewith ex- 
cerpts from an article written by 
Mr. George H. Firor, extension hor- 
ticulturist, Georgia State College of 
Agriculture, Athens, Ga.: 

“There are at the present time two 
separate and distinct lines of thought 
in reference .to the use of such na- 
tive ornamentals as holly, cedars, 
pines, smilax and mistletoe for Christ- 
mas decorations. In one group we 
find many who devote their enthus- 
iasm and energy to the promiscuous 
and reckless gatherings, cutting, 
breaking and slashing of these plants 
in their native environments. This 
group give no thought to the future, 
but only to their selfish desires. 

“The other group goes to the ex- 
treme of demanding that these beau- 
tiful plants and trees should develop 
and decline amid their native com- 
panions. These people’ give no 
thought to the possibilities of human 
pleasure and enjoyment to be deé- 
rived from these evergreens at Christ- 
mas time. 

“It seems that the sensible and 
wise thing to do is first, to see to 
the continuous annual supply, and at 
the same time gather the surplus for 
decorative use. If we have not done 
so, let us plant living-Christmas trees 
o@ our lawns, in our public parks 
aff] courts of our municipal or civic 
buildings. Planting may be success- 
fully done until the second week in 
February.”

Nine Opportunity Schools 


Beginning the first week 
cember the Brunswick Woman’s Club, | 
through its department of education, 
started nine schools for adults in the’ 
city and county. These classes are| 
held on Monday, Wednesday and Fri-| 
day nights from 7:30 o'clock until 
8:30 o'clock, in the publie schools, 
and are taught by the regular school- 
teachers, who are giving their services 
to this splendid work for a very 
small salary. 


This week the enrollment in these 
adult schools showed 71 white stu- 
dents and 264 negroes. These pupils 
range in age from 18 to 62 years old. 
So eager are they for this opportunity 
to learn to read and write, that they 
come long distances to attend the 
classes, arriving around 7 o’clock and 
staying as late as the teachers will 
permit.

He esti- 
mates that the replacement market of 
the present year accounted for sales 
of 3,000,000 cars and calculates that 
such demand next vear should reach 
a total close to 3,390,000 units which 
should serve as a sustaining factor for 
the industry.

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Firestone Sales Increased 


30 Per Cent Over 1928 


Sales of $144,585,000 and _. net 
profit of $7,726,870 after all charges 
for the fiscal year ended October 31, 
1929, were reported by Harvey S. 
Firestone, Sr., president of the Fire- 
stone Tire & Rubber Company, in the 
company’s annual statement issued 
today. 

After deducting dividends on pre 
ferred stock, the net profit applica- 
ble to the common stock outstanding 
during the yéar was $16.35 per share 
or equivalent after the 400 per cent 
stock dividend to $3.27 per share. 

Total sales of the parent and all 
subsidiary companies amounted to 
$144,585,804, which is an increase of 
more than 8 per cent.

DETROIT, Dec. 21.—Surpassing 
by 150,000 cars and trucks its pre- 
vious record annual achievement, the 


Chevrolet Motor Company this year 
will manufacture 1,350,000 automo- 
biles, it was-announced at the cen- 
tral offices here today. Due to the 
tremendous popularity of the six-cyl- 
inder car, introduced a year ago, 
1929, will be by a wide margin the 
greatest year in Chevrolet history. 

Chevrolet officials announce that 
daily, weekly and monthly production 
records were broken over and over 
again during 1929. Perhaps the most 
significant achievement of Chevrolet 
this year was the placing of a million 
cars on the road in less than eight 
months.

|DeSotoS olvesRunning-Board 


ProblemsWithUniqueDesign 


Even so simple a thing as a run- 
ning board presents its problems to 
the automotive engineer. The running 
board is the doorstep to the automo- 


bile. It must not sag, and thus become 
a source of discomfort or danger in 
wet, snowy or icy weather; it must 
not work loose, crack or warp as a 
result of atmospheric conditions, and 
it must be as enduring as the car 
itself, 

In the De Soto six the running 
board problem has been solved by de- 
vising an unusual design of steel 
board. It has the requisite long wear- 
ing qualities and is neat and trim in 
appearance. It is only about half the 
weight of ordinary types of metal run- 
ning boards,-and yet it is exceptionally 
strong, owing to its unique design 
and process of manufacture. 

The essential feature of the De Soto 
running board is a series of deep ribs, 
formed in the metal. The board proper 
is made of a single sheet of steel. A 
special machine designed by Chrysler 
engineers forms these ribs in the sheet 
of steel, doubling the metal together 
at the proper intervals as deftly as a 
tailor accordian-pleats a piece of cloth. 
These folds, or ribs, give’ the board 
a mighty strength. They extend down- 
ward at right angles to the top sur- 
face, forming unusually rigid con- 
struction. The boards so built are 


permanently flat and will not spring 
or bend in use, 

A flat sheet of steel, cut to the 
proper shape, and large enough to 


allow for the channeling operation, is 
fed into the special machine. A series 
of rollers take hold of the sheet, pass- 
ing it along. The first set imprints 
shallow grooves in the plate, the next 
set deepens the grooves and so on un- 
til the last set of rollers presses the 
chanels tightly together into the per- 
manent reinforcing ribs that give the 
board its strength. It is then trimmed 
and punched and the end pieces welded 
on, ready for attaching the rubber 
mat that covers the top surface. 

It takes eight other machines in ad- 
dition to this special rolling machine 


to prepare the board for the rubber 


top. Begining as a large sheet of 
steel as it comes from the steel mill 
it passes from one machine to another 
down the line. Attaching the rubber 
top and rustproof moulding around 
the edges is the work of a separate 
set of operations. |

completed the board ig ready fof the 
assembly line and for attachment to a 
De Soto car The capacity of the ma- 
chines is 3,500 per day—five times 
the number that could be made with- 
out the special equipment.

Related in Interesting Article

The following interesting and in- 
structive history of Georgia was writ- 
ten and read by Mrs. A. H. Howell 
at the meeting of the Augusta chap- 
ter recently: - 


“Along the coast of Georgia are 
many islands noted for their beaches, 
their beautiful shrubbery and their 
historic ruins. These islands have 
gradually become the possessions of 
wealthy ownere,who have developed 
marvelous estates, game preserves and 
places for rest and recreation. Noted 
among them is St. Simons island sit- 
uated near the little city of Bruns- 
wick, more familiarly known to many 
as the “city by the sea.” This is the 
only island left where -the average 
person can — a home site and 
enjoy the pleasure of a constant so- 
journ on the shores of the Atlantic. 
As one approaches Brunswick over 
the coastal highway, one does not real- 
ize that they are traversing the same 
route surveyed and used by Ogle- 
thorpe and his men.to better connect 
the early settlements in the Georgia 
colony. Across the marshes from 
Brunswick (which were the inspira- 
tion to Sidney Lanier for many of 
his poems, especially that gem of the 
English language, the “Marshes of 
Glynn”) can be seen a strip of emer- 
ald green, dotted by white spots (the 
homes of inhabitants) with the ma- 
jestic United States lighthouse at the 
extreme southern end. This is St. Si- 
mons, called by the Indians “Asao”’ 
and by the Spanish “San Simon.” No 
spot in Georgia is any more pictur- 
esque nor has any place more historic 
sites. It is also rich in Spanish and 
English tradition, negro and Indian 
legends. 


“General Oglethorpe, becoming in- 
terested in the founding of a colony 
in (seorgia, asked for a grant of land 
in ‘His Majesty’s Province in Amer- 
ica’ where he could colonize many of 
the worthy poor living in and near 
the city of London, also the unfortu- 
nate ones in the debtors’ prison. No 
name is greater than Oglethorpe, of 
these men who fvuught to found col- 
onies in Americy for the unfortunate 
poor in England. The territory grant- 
ed was the land between the Sa- 
vanpnah and Altahama rivers. The rea- 
son for lecating a colony here was 
as a protection to the frontier of 
Carolina and to take possession of the 
land claimed by both Spain and Eng- 
land. The colonists were carefully se- 
lected, the debtors’ prisons examined 
and no debter taken unless by the 
consent of his creditor. No wicked 
person was chosen, no man accepted 
who would leave a wife and children 
depending on him for support. Thirty- 
five families, consisting of 130 per- 
sons, were in the party, and after a 
long voyage they landed at Beaufort. 
Here they rested while Oglethorpe 
went in search of a suitable spot to 
found a colony. The place selected 
was Yamacraw Bluff. Oglethorpe re-

the English. -The “Battle of Bloody 
Marsh’ is considered one of the. de- 
cisive battles of the world. It was 
here that the Spaniards were driven 
out, and here that we have perpetuat- 
ed the English custom and English 
ma 2 With a mere handful of 
men, Oglethorpe turned the tide of 
Spanish invasion that was slowly 
creeping northward. This historic 
spot is marked by a monument, erect- 
ed by the Colonial Dames of Ameri- 
ca and the Georgia Society of Sons 
of the Colonial War. After the Bat- 
tle of Bloody Marsh, Oglethorpe re 
turned to England and there he 
stayed. His troops were gradually 
withdrawn from the island at the 
time of the Revolutionary War—there 
were only about 15 families left, but 
St. Simon’s was destined to have an- 
other period of activity, it was to 
become an agricultural center.” 
Methodist Church Founded. 


“There are many other things con- 
nected with the early history of St. 
Simons, and. notable among them is 
that this was the first charge of 
Charles Wesley, that ‘Sweet Singer of 
Israel,’ who founded that little band 
known as the ‘Holy Club,’ which 
grew into the great Methodist Episco- 
pal church today. John Wesley had 
charge of the religious work in the 
colony of Georgia, and visited Fred- 
erica while his brother was there. 
He made other visits after Charles 
returned to England. Before any 
building was available for worship 
the Wesleys preached under the trees, 
and the live oak under which they 
preached is still living after two cen- 
tvries. George Whitfield also preach- 
ed here, and thus we find four mem- 
bers of the ‘Holy Club’ missionaries 
in the colony of Georgia. ~ Christ 
church of today, whose congregation 
is a successor of the one organized 
by Wesley, is surrounded by the oak 
trees under which the Wesleys preach- 
ed. The little graveyard contains 
many old graves. It was here that 
President Coolidge worshiped last 
yeur on his visit to the island while 
of Howard Coffin on the 
adjacent island of Sapelo. 

“Indian shell mounds are to he 
found in various places on the island. 
These contain the shells of the oyster, 
elam and crabs, besides pottery and 
bones of fish. The live oak timber 
used in the building of ‘Old Ironsides’ 


was cut on St. Simon’s, loaded at 
‘Gascoigne Bluff’ (where the highway 
‘joins “the island) and shipped to Bos- 
ton, where the vessel was built. 
There is a bluff known as Ebo land- 
ing, where slave ships used to land 
their human cargo and hold them in 
camps until they were sold. The 
story is that rather than submit to 
a life of servitude a band of Africans 
of the Ebo tribe marched into the 
water and were drowned. No negro 
fisherman on St. Simon’s will drop 
a hook at Ebo landing. There is a 
negro settlement known as Harring- 
ton, where the descendants of the old 
slaves of St. Simon’s live. The ne- 
groes believe that the ghost of a 
young woman walks the amg! Wan 
Road’ near there searehing for her 
lover that was drowned, A party of 
Salsbergers came over with Ogle- 
thorpe; founded a settlement which is 
still called the ‘Village.’ The oldest 
English ruin in Georgia is located on 
the island, namely Fort Frederica, 
built by Oglethorpe when he founded 
the town. «There are many ruins an- 
tedating those of the English, for St. 
Simon’s, Brunswick, and the rest of 
the surrounding territory were Span- 
ish possessions. They were built by 
Catholics for missions to. the Indians, 
These ruins, although partly destroyed 
during the Indian uprising in 1597, 
are still in a wonderful state of pre- 
servation after three centuries of time. 
It was not until the treaty of Paris 
in 1763 that Spain formally ceded 
to England all lands north of St. 
Mary’s river, now the boundary be- 
tween Georgia and Florida.” 
Extensive Plantatioris. 

“St. Simon’s was noted for it’s 
wonderful plantations in ante-bellum 
days, and I will mention a few brief- 
ly. Cannon Point, the home of John 
Couper, of Scotland, was noted for 
it’s many foreign plants. He im- 
ported olive trees and produced 300 
bottles of oil annually. This has been 
called Georgia’s first experimental sta- 
tion. Gascoigne Bluff or Hamilton, 
as it is now called, owned by Cap- 
tain Gascoigne, of the British sloop 
of war, “The Hawk,’ which acted as 
convoy to vessels bringing Oglethorpe 
and the colonists to St. Simon’s. Cap- 
tain Gascoigne had charge of the 
naval forces of the colony, and it 
was here that he had his headquar- 
ters. This is known as ‘Georgia's 
first navy yard.’ Retreat Plantation 
is the best known of any. This was 
the home of James Spaulding, a mer- 
chant of Frederica. Here can be seen 
today the avenue of live oaks that 
led to his home. This plantation was 
afterwards owned by Thomas Butler 
King, who represented the United 
States in congress for 16 years, and 
the plantation was managed by his 
wife, who was a most. wonderful 
woman. Sea Island cotton was her 
principal crop, and her method of se- 
lecting the seed and cultivating the 
plant resulted in a staple known as 
‘Retreat Brand,’ which brought as 
high as 50 cents a pound in the for- 
eign markets, while other cotton pro- 
duced on the same island only brought 
42 cents. Thomas Butler King was 
the first man to advocate a transcon- 
tinental railway and his idea was to 
connect Brunswick with San Diego, 


Cal. He made many speeches in and 
out of congress in an attempt to ac- 
complish this. . 

“St. Simon’s of today is one vast 
nanorama of beauty, with it’s miles 
and miles of paved highway, winding 
in and out of dense forests. The 
wonderful beaches, the modern hotels, 
the beautiful homes, adjoini 
swimming pool, and 
amusement.

He main- 
tains that Howard Jones, at Southern 
California, has the best material in 
the country, even better than Stan- 
ford. The former West Pointer does 
not, however, agree with various all- 
American selections. He says that 
Ticknor and Siano must have been 
splendid centers and that Riegels and 
Heinicke undoubtedly were fine pivot 
men, but that the best center in the 
country played for Oregon. 


BEST CENTER. 


This center was Bun Stahlman, who 
is here with McEwan. Stahlman looks 
as if he should be useful anywhere 
in the line.

I talked also with Dr. Harry March, 
part owner of the New York Giants 
football team and the man who has 
done most to foster professional foot- 
ball. He naturally contended that 
football as played by professionals is 
the best, from a technical standpoint, 
played anywhere. 

This is only natural. Take any 
college star and let him play a few 
more years and he will continue ta 
learn more about the game. Practice 
is not limited and there are no facul- 
ties or examinations with which to 
contend. The only scholarship re- 
quirements are the ability to sign a@ 
name to a contract and enough mathe- 
matics to understand the signals. 


WHY COLLEGIANS. 


Under these circumstances, I asked 
Dr. March why professional football 
bothered the college men. With no 
eligibility rules, and all the trucks, 
coal mines, machine shops, foundries, 
mill and lumber camps from which to 
pick, it seemed to me that a college 
education was a small asset. But Dr. 
March held that it would take too 
long to teach those men the game, as 
they have no foundation of knowledge 
or experience on which to build. 

He said, for —- that Thorpe 
was the greatest back and Henry, of 
Washington and Jefferson, the great- 
est tackle the game had known. But 
he did admit that great players could 
be developed from green material. 

Dr. March cited the case of Ted 
Nesser, second of the Nesser broth- 
ers, calling him almost as great a back 
as Thorpe, and said that Dick Stah!- 
man was the best tackle professional 
football had produced. Stahlman 
was a high school player and Nesser 
was, I believe, a plumber. But they 
certainly were grand football players.

FOR BEST YEAR, 
SAYS HAMMOND 


Garden Executive Very 
Optimistic After Swing 
Around Circuit.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(N. A. N. 
A.)—Colonel John Hammond, vice 
president of Madison Square Garden 
and the man who really brought 
hockey to its professional peak in the 
United States, has just returned from

I never 
saw anything like it for the money. 
The whole thing is a triumph_of coa- 
struction. They have done away with 
the problem of galleries and have 
made many other improvements over 
arenas previously built.

, “is due for far and away its 

biggest year. Boston is now a con- 
tinual sell out. Ottawa and Toronto 
are doing’ better than ever before. 
New York is doing better.

_ “That wasn’t so good. Still I was 
in favor of sticking by the rules as 
they had been formulated until the 
end of the season. I did not consider 
that the officials had been given a 
fair chance to become accustomed to 
them and to work them out and, be- 
sides, I did not believe it good policy 
to swap horses while fording a stream. 
But others insisted that the rules be 
modified at once. 

“Practically the only important 
modification is one which prevents 
a man going into the attacking zone 
ahead of the play. This reduces in- 
terference and also reduces the ele- 
ment of luck and undeserved goals. 
Moreover it puts the proper value on 
skillful bandling of the sticks and 
scientific play. 

“Hockey, in spite of its growing 
popularity,” said Colonel Hammond, 
“is still young in the United States 
and has not even begun to approach 
its peak. It will not be long before 
every major city has its hockey team, 
in which the fans wil be as much 
interested as they are in their base- 
ball teams. It’s a grand game.”

Who is William Fox? What drama 
lies behind the life story of this man, 
who, in a few short years, has risen 

rom a penniless youth to the undis- 
ne leader of the motion picture 
ndustry? Fictionists would not dare 
use his life as the basis for a story. 
It would seem far too unreal. t 
would be too saturated with facts, 
with reality, with truth that lies be 
yond the pale of fiction. William Fox 
stands today cynosure of all eyes. 
Owner of one of the world’s largest 
chains of theaters, owner of the pro- 
ducing company that is turning out 
one box-office record-smashing _pic- 
ture after another—one would think 
this man the living symbol of the 
popular conception of a captain of in- 
dustry—cold, relentless, driving. He 
is none of these. He is a direct con- 
tradiction of how the world believes 
the inner man must become when 
the outer man achieves amazing ma- 


terial success. 
Inauspicious Start. 


There was a time when figures 
worried William Fox—small figures. 
Now they do not mean so much. They 
may be arrayed with serried ciphers, 
separated by commas, but they are 
details for the accounting department, 
In the beginning hundreds mattered; 
now millions fail to inspire awe. 

In 1903 his savings and what he 
could borrow totaled $1,666, and he 
rented a 100x200-foot store in Brook- 
lyn, intending to fill its 146 chairs 
with that many customers for his 
moving picture show. Weary weeks 
followed. It took a Coney Island 
ballyhoo to interest the neighborhood. 
Mr, Fox rolled up his sleeves and did 
most of the work himself. 

The following year he acquired a 
more pretentious place at 107th street 
and Lexington avenue. He was on 
his way to becoming a figure in the 
movie business—but he kept his 
sleeves rolled up. 

The sleeves still are. A short time 
aco Fox walked into his office on the 
fifth floor of the Roxy theater in New 
York and announced to waiting news- 
papermen that he had acquired an- 
other theater circuit—the Poli group 
of 18 in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. His sleeves were up; he wore 
no coat; he had a cigar in his mouth, 
and he sat down in the group as 
though they were old chums. 


No Impressive Air. 


Then he began to read figures from 
a typewritten sheet. The Poli cir- 
cuit brought the Fox theater holdings 
up to 283, with a seating capacity 
of 395,000, a weekly income of $700,- 
000, and an appraised valuation of 
$200,000,000, 

Figures can get to the point where 
they almost cease to have meaning 
to the ordinary mind, but these were 
impressive because they could be com- 
pared with that $1,666 start—25 years 
ago. ‘ 

Mr. Fox was impressive without 
trying to be so. There was no air of 
the millionaire about him. He was 
just announcing the passing of an- 
other milestone in a career that has 
heen filled with them. It wasn't a 
oal: it was another* way station on 
is route, Fox was almost casual. 

Not so many years back his ambi- 
tion was to keep his family from pri- 
vation. Having accomplished that, he 
started toward broader horizons. He 
gets a deep satisfaction out of each 
new achievement. 


Son of Immigrant. 


Already his theater organization is 
the largest, with one possible excep- 
tion, in the world. His picture pro- 
duction organization is second to 
none. He could organize an army di- 
yision from among his employes. 

Put into narrative form, his 
would seem unbelievable.

teeming east side of New York, where

liam Fox began his career as the son 


of an Hungarian immigrant who was 
having difficulty trying to support-his 
large family. He helped the family 
income by peddling papers; he sold 
shoe polish which his father made in 
the kitchen. At 15 he saw the neces- 
sity of contributing more to the fam- 
ily support. Things were not going 
well. He applied for a job as a cloth 
sponger. To get it he had to work a 
week for nothing. 
“With two other men, I took all 
the money I had in the world and 
we bought a very small theater at 
700 Broadway, in Brooklyn. It didn’t 
even have a name. We charged 5 
cents admission, and when the theater 
—— full we had $7.30 in the box of- 
ice. 
“When I first announced that I 
was going to show motion pictures 
there I was put down as the craziest 
man in the city. ‘Imgaine,’ I heard 
on all sides, ‘he thinks he can make 
us believe pictures can be made to 
more.’ ” 

Movie House “Salted.” 
When the place was bought it was 
pores with patrons. Foolishly, Fox 
ad telephoned ahead for an appoint- 
ment and had mentioned the fact he 
wanted to purchase the place. The 
first week showed the place had been 
“salted” with non-paying customers. 
Sixteen hundred dollars seemed about 
to vanish into thin air. The career 
of a movie exhibitor seemed due to be 
nipped in the mud. But it wasn’t. 
Getting films for the Fox theaters 
early became a roblem, and the 
Greater New York Film Rental Com- 
pany was organized, which functioned 
from 1904 to 1913. It was not plain 
sailing. 
In 1913 he organized the Box Of- 
fice Attraction Company, and rented 
films to both the Fox theaters and to 
other independents. At first many of 
them were two-reelers. The variety 
grew with the development of the 
usinss. Mr. Fox had been a “gallery 
god” from boyhood in the 10, 20 and 
30-cent theaters where stock compa- 
nies held forth, and this gave him an 
uncanny sense of what the public 
wanted to see. 


' 
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Theda Bara’s Debut. 
Plans for picture production went 
on apace. Winfield R. Sheehan made 
a tour of the world to establish branch 
offices, J. Gordon Edwards, who 
had been stage director for Fox at 


‘Theodosia -Goodman, of some 


rope to get the latest ideas in picture 
making. 

When everything was in readiness, 
a studio was rented at Fort Lee, N 
J., and there the first Fox picture, 
“Life’s Shopwindow,” was made. 

While making ‘“‘The Stain,” a Miss 
stage 
experience under the name of De 
Coppett, applied for a part. Powell 
was: ‘impressed.: The next day he 
took her with the company to work 
in exteriors at the Petit Trianon, 
Lake Ronkonkoma, Long Island. 
When the casting of “A Fool There 
Was” began, Valeska Suratt, Made- 
line Traverse and Virginia Pearson, 
all of whom appeared later in Fox 
pictures, were considered for the vam- 
pire role. Powell demurred, and pre- 
sented the unknown Miss De Cop- 
pett. He evolved for her the name of 
Theda Bara, under which she was to 
attain world fame. “Theda” being an 
obvious contraction of Theodosia, 
while “Bara” was derived from a rel- 
ative’s name of Barranger. 

Fox production expanded prodi- 
giously. He gambled with a daring 
that amazed his competitors. It was 
only a short time after he began pic- 
ture-making that he signed a contract 
with Annette Kellermann, the famous 
swimmer, to star in a picture called 
“A Daughter of the Gods.” The cost 
of this picture, $700.000, and the ad- 
vertising campaign behind it startled 
the picture-making world. Fox fol- 
lowed it with another big production, 
“The Honor System.” 

In 1915 the Fox Film Corporation 
was formed. Exchanges were organ- 
ized in Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South America and France. 
More pictures began to add fame to 
the Fox name. William Farnum 
starred in Dickens’ “A Tale of Two 
Cities,” and it became a classic. “Cle- 
opatra,” “‘Les Miserables,” “Salome,” 
“If I Were King,” “The Spy,” “Jack 
and the Beanstalk,” “Aladdin and the 
Wonderful Lamp,” “Du Barry.” 
“Checkers.” “Evangeline” and ‘Ali 
Baba” followed. 

Producing pictures is in itself a 
strenuous business, but that is only 
one branch of Mr. Fox’s activities. 
As picture companies have grown 
larger, giants have battled for theater 
outlets. The stratecy has n as 
keen, cruel and swift as that on a 
battle front. Some have fought with 
spectacular fanfare; many have 
dropped out of the contest, but Fox 
has gone on quietly picking up a thea- 
ter here and there, developing his pro- 
ducing organization into a sensation-

The Fox family was urgently 
Pinched for money and young Wil- 
iam, when not attending school, sold 
newspapers and peddied shoe polixh 
which his father made. At night the 
youth liked to attend the theater and 
whenever he could scrape together 
the money could be found sitting with 
the other gallery gods floating into the 
ing realm of the stage.

ELIMINATING ILLITERACY. 

An urgent-appeal for state-wide 
co-operation in Georgia in the na- 
tional campaign now being waged 
to reduce illiteracy to the lowest 
possible minimum before the fed- 
eral census is taken in April, is 
contained in a communication to 
The Constitution from Dr. M. L. 
Duggan, state superintendent of 
schools, published elsewhere in this 
issue. 

As Dr. Duggan points out, it 
is especially important that this 
campaign be under full headway 
throughout the state not later than 
January 1 in order that our stand- 
ing as to illiteracy may be improved 
and that advantage may. be taken of 
the aid offered by the Julius Rosen- 
wald fund. 

Because of our — negro popu- 
lation and the extent to which il- 
literacy exists among white adults, 
Georgia has for many years held an 
unenviable position in the list of 
states jn so far as illiteracy is con- 
cerned: It is a condition that has 
been harmful to us not only in re- 
tarding development within our 
borders but in offering excuse for 
charges from without that the state 
is backward. 

In many of the cities and coun- 
ties of the state funds have already 
been appropriated to match contri- 
butions from the Rosenwald fund 
and illiteracy schools are already in 
progress. To make the best pos- 
sible showing in the census of next 
April, such schools should be start- 
ed at once not only in those coun- 
ties having large numbers of illit- 
erates, both black and white, but in

The senatorial sounding board has 
boomed back a voluminous reply to 
Foreign Minister Henderson for his 
remarks in an official British pub- 
lication. The cables reported that the 
worthy denizen of Downing@street had 
made the assertion that because of the 
Kellogg pact there would no longer be 
neutrals in case of a war. 


As one of the underlying theories 
of our demand for parity with Great 
Britain is that we should be able to 
protect our neutral rights in a war in 
which the British navy is engaged, the 
assertion ascribed to Mr. Henderson 
was denounced in the region of Cap- 
itol Hill as a subtle British twisting 
of the meaning of the Kellogg pact 
in order to tie us to the League of 
Nations and to deprive us of our main 
argument for naval parity. 

The text of Mr. Henderson's docu- 
ment must relieve the senatorial mind. 
Mr. Henderson says that the clash be- 
tween neutral and belligerent rights 
rests upon the assumption that war 
itself is legitimate. ‘Then follows the 
clause which disturbed the peace of 
Capitol Hill. “Now it is precisely this 
assumption which is no longer valid 
as regards states which are members 
of the League of Nations and parties 


'to the peace pact.” 


It is difficult to see how any legiti- 
mate objection can be raised to this 
statement. If the covenant of the 
League and the Kellogg pact mean 
anything, they mean precisely this for 
those states which have signed both 
of them. Nowhere does Mr. Hender- 
son make fhe statement that the effect 
is the same upon a state which has 
signed the Kellogg pact alone, such as 
the United States, or a state which 


committees of congress. But the head 
of the Cuba Company was not con- 
tent to rest there.

Work Reviewed 
In Good’s Report 


A review of relief work in the 
fourth corps area, including that 
given in aid of the homeless after the 
1929 tornado in southeastern Geor- 
gia, is contained in the annual re- 
port of the late secretary of war, 
James W. Good, to the president of 
the United States, excerpts from 
which were made public at fourth 
corps area headquarters here Satur- 
day. 

On September 26, 1928, a hurri- 
cane swept across Florida, inflicting 
great dam&ge between Fort Lauder- 
dale and. West Palm Beach. Govern- 
ment supplies to the amount of $61,- 
000 were shipped to that section by 
commanding general of the area. 

“On April 27, 1929,” the report 
Says, referring to southeast Georgia’s 
tornado, “the commanding general, 
fourth corps area, directed the ship- 
ment of 175 tents, 1,000 blankets and 
500 cots for the use of persons ren- 
dered homeless. » « « Additional sup- 
plies were furnished during the re- 
mainder of the month and army re- 
lief activity continued until May 3, 
when the situation had greatly im- 
proved. Approximately $16,000 worth 
of supplies were released by the army 
to relieve the want and distress of 
the people in the devastated area.” 

Relief work at Duncan, Miss., where 
a tornado also did much damage, over- 
flow of rivers in Florida and Ala- 
bama, where supplies furnished 
amounted to $87,878.94, floods in the 
lower Mississippi region and other in- 
stances are cited in the report. 

“The foregoing description of army 
relief activities has been confined to 
a brief mention of emergency aid and 
assistance given to civilian com- 
munities during the fiscal year 1929 
only, but a record of its service to 
suffering humanity during the past 50 
years would include corresponding in- 
stances throughout these years 
amounting to large sums of money 
and extensive services of military per- 
sonnel,” the report said. :

To keep pace with its heavy pro- 
duction schedule calling for 100 fea- 


ture productions wholly or partly in 
color next vear, the Technicolor cor- 
poration is rushing to completion a 
fifth large plant in Hollywood, which 
will supplement the output of its two 
other laboratories in the movie colony 
and the two in Boston. 

Dr. Herbert T. Kalmus, president 
of Technicolor, Inc., is now in Eng- 
land arranging for the construction of 
another plant in London to supply. 
the needs of the foreign market. 

The box office success of “On With 
the Show,” “Gold Diggers of Broad- 
way,’ “Rio Rita,” “Hollywood Re- 

rue,” “Paris” and other natural color 
films has caused such an overwhelm- 
ing demand for technicolor among the 
principal producers in Hollywood that 
the organization has been compelled 
to increase its capacity ten times since 
last May.

Twenty years ago—even ten years 
ago—the unit wheat farm was a small 
one—from 160 to 320 acres. Farm 
mortgage companies were glad to re- 
ceive applications from the small farm 
owners—‘“much safer loans” .;as the 
opinion. But it was much more dif- 
ficult to place loans on the big farms 
—the bonanza ones—too risky and 
dangerous, it was thought. 

But the last five years has seen a 
real change im this situation. Today 
the farm movement is towards the 
larger and larger wheat unit, and it 
is not confined to anyone section of 
the west. 

J. S. Bird, president of the Wheat 
Farming Company of Topeka, Kan., 
which company farms approximately 
30,000 acres of western Kansas land, 
is one of the new leaders. He will 
have 27,000 acres in crop of 1930 
sown. 

“Our records show that the cost of 
producing wheat in this large scale 
way for the two years of the com- 
pany’s operation has been under 40 
cents a bushel,” said Mr. Bird to the 
writer. 

“The cost accounting system of the 
company shows that the cost, exclu- 
sive of our land rent, is about $5 per 
acre. We use no horses. All labor 
is hired and the company goes in for 
tractors and combines.” 

“What is your solution of the wheat 
farmer problem,” he was asked. 

“In the recent agitation for farm 
relief, we have been forgetting entire- 
ly that there is a consumer in the 
matter, There has been too much 
emphasis on the price for which a 
farmer sells his products, and too lit- 
tle emphasis on reducing the cost of 
production. It is impossible to arti- 
ficially keep the price high, and be- 
sides, it does the consumer an injus- 
tice. The ultimate solution of the 
farm problem has to be in the reduc 
tion of the cost of production.” 

“Is electricity and machine power 
the coming method in wheat farm- 
ing?” I asked him. 

“The application of power to trans- 

portation, manufacturing, etc., cheap- 
ens the cost, and, at the-same time, 
opens vast new uses for the produc- 
tion of these industries. Many more 
people travel when the cost is only 
three and one-half cents a mile than 
there were that traveled in the days 
when a stage-coach trip cost more 
than $1 per mile. And yet, because 
of the reduction and the cost of op- 
eration, the investors in the new pow- 
er industries reap profits out’ of all 
proportion to those realized by the 
investors in the old stage coaches and 
hand-craft industries. 
_ “The development of power in farm- 
ing may serve the same purpose, and 
open. up new uses for farm products 
which we have never yet thought of. 
but the large-scale wheat farm is here 
to stay.” 


It’s far more difficult to successful- 
ly analyze great trends and movements 
than many people think. For such a 
forecast deals with the unseen things 
—vital factors that do not often ap- 
pear on the surface of things. The 
careful student must dig them out, 
correlate and analyze. 

One trend seems to be pretty well 

cleared up this year, and that is that 
the non-voting stock—by which the 
average investor in a company was 
painlessly” alienated from the con- 
trol of the company and its manage- 
ment—is no longer popular. 
_ The New York. Steck Exchange 
joined in the movement against non- 
voting stocks by ruling that such 
stocks would not be suitable for: a 
listing in the future. The exchange 
has come to the protection of the 
stockholders’ rights. 

With the growing idea of trustee- 
ship in the management of larger 
corporations, and the sale of common 
stock to more and more people, own- 
ership will not be considered the im- 
portant thing in the future. Char- 
aeter and integrity of management 
will be. 

The year just closing has seen again 
the rising power of management and 
the lessening power of ownership in 
American business. ;

In the 
process they will distinguish the true 
from the false.” 

That is the hope of industry—facts, 
more facts and still more facts. 


REDUCTION PREDICTED 
IN WHEAT CARRY-OVER 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 21.—(P)— 
The world wheat crop this year out- 
side Russia and China was placed to- 
day by the department of agriculture 
at about 3,415,000,000 bushels and the 
disappearance for the season likely 
to be about 3,650,000,000 bushels. 

On that basis, the department said, 
the world’s carry-over on July 1 next 


would be reduced to between 315,- 
000,000 and 395,000,000 bushels. 


World production last year was 34,-| 
943,000,000 bushels and the carry-' 
over on July 1 this year was 578,000,- 
000 bushels. 

“Past supply and price relations 


indicate,” the department said, “that 
the world supply as reported to date, 
might be expected to result in Brit- 
ish parcels prices for the season aver- 
aginz about $1.62 a »bushel, on 
the basis of the 1928 price level. But 
the depression in the stock market 
and reduction in general price level 
which has taken place are likely to 
cause prices to average below what 
might be expected on the average. 
For the present we are assuming 
that prices may average 5 per cent 
below what might be expected, or 
around about $1.54 per bushel, as 
compared with $1.29 for the past 
season.” 

Discussing market prospects, the re- 
port said: 

“The market outlook for the re 
mainder of the season has improved.” 

“Shipments from the southern hemi- 
sphere have declined and the expected 
reductions in new crops have been 
confirmed by recent reports. Conges- 
tions in continental European mar- 
kets are disappearing and the Eu- 
ropean demand for overseas wheat 
+ beginning to show some evidences 
of increasing. The advance in cash 
wheat prices forecast a month ago is 
under way, but large available sup- 
lies in ‘the United States tend to 
old the advance in check .or cause 
recessions after marked advances. 

“Since many of the surplus coun- 
tries have short crops and deficit 
countries have goéd crops, the world’s 
trade in wheat for the season will 
be materially reduced. The surplus 
production in the principal exporting 
countries amourits to only about 460,- 
000,000 bushels as compared with 
1,035,000,000 bushels last year. These 
countries will undoubtedly ship more 
than this and reduce their surplus 
stocks. Attempting to match proba- 
ble exports with exportable surpluses, 
it seems likely that the international 
trade in wheat iycluding wheat flour 
will amount to about 750,000,000 to 
800,000.000 bushels, as compared with 
over 900,000,000 bushels in the past 
season.”

AGED PHYSICIST QUITS 


Has “One More Job 
To Do.”’ 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—(/)—Gray 
and wrinkled after a half century's 
devotion to science, Professor Albert 
A. Michelson, famous University of 
Chicago physicist, today announced 
his proposed retirement from the uni- 
versity faculty and declared he bad 
“just one more job te do.” ; 

That job. is to make.a final check 
on his experiments in calculating the 
speed of light, a work which won him 
the Nobel _— He figured light 
travels 186,000 miles per second and 
his figure is generally ‘accepted, but 
there is an uncertainty about the 
exact figure and Professor Michelson 
hopes to eliminate it in his conclud- 
ing test in California in May.

“Russia,” he said earnestly, “and 
Japan—they have always coveted Man- 
churia. We Chinese have years of 
struggle ahead of us before we can re- 
establish the complete sovereignty here 
that was lest for us by an impotent, 
vacillating tmperial rule.” oi 

It occurred to me that the marshal 
was forgetting it was his father who 
had allowed Japan to extend her rights 


in Manchuria, for the consideration of. 


several hundred million golden yen. But 
the marshal spoke on: 


‘The only way we can drive out these 
invaders is by peopling Manchuria with 
more Chinese. It was while the prov- 
inces were so sparsely populated that 
bc*h Japan and Russia managed to se- 
cure their extraordinary concessions 
here. When my people are awakened to 
the dangers of these encroachments, 
they will unite and oppose further 
humiliations. But we must present our 
force in sufficient numbers, and un- 
alterably take our stand. I want Man- 
churia to be as much a part of China 
as any province below the wall. That is 
why I am spending millions a year to 
bring immigrants from Shantung and 
Shansi and Kansu to homestead on the 
soil.”’ 


When the marshal said “I am spend- 
ing’’ he meant it. For he controls the 
purse strings of Manchuria. 


Since he had answered my first. ques- 
tions so directly, I decided to inter- 
view him as I might a westerner. Di- 
rectly’ to the point. There were three 
things I wanted to know, most of all. 
Would he go to war with Russia over 
the Chinese Eastern railway? Did he 
intend definitely to maintain his allegi- 
ance to the central government, and to 
conduct foreign relations of Manchuria 
through the Nanking ministry of for- 
eign affairs? Along what lines was he 
basing his campaign for ridding Man- 
churia of Japanese influence? In reply 
to my interrogation on the dispute over 
the Sino-Russian railway, he said: 

‘Russia will not, I think, declare war 
on China, even if we temporarily take 
possession of the railway as an emer- 
gency measure to rid this country of 
the dangers of communism. The lesson 
taught to the Czar by Japan is not lost 
on the soviet government. A war cam- 
paign in Manchuria by Russia would 
be a costly, and in the end, a profitless 
adventure. China, on her part, will 
never send a soldier across the Man- 
churian border. No, I do not think there 
will be war. Though if there is,’’ he 
added quickly, ‘‘we will not be unpre- 
pared for it.’ 

He was brief and not inclined to deal 
with ambiguities. 


“It is generally believed,’ I said, 
‘that what are called foreign aggres- 
sions in Manchuria can best be com- 
batted by a close understanding and 
unity between your territory and the 
rest of China. For this reason most 
Chinese were pleased when you ac- 
knowledged the nationalist flag and 
declared your intention to abide by the 
Kuo Min Tang party government.” 

“That is absolutely true,’ emphatic- 
ally said the young marshal. He leaned 
forward, rested his arm on a table of 
ebony inlaid with marble, tapped a 
slender aristocratic finger and con- 
cluded: 

‘T realize that my government—that 
is, the Mukden government—is not suf- 
ficiently experienced to combat the 
forces aiming at its destruction. And I 
see the possibility for a united China, 
a China that can demand and secure 
sovereignty for our people. I am in 
strict accord with the idea of a strong 
centralized control—a federation of 
states. I believe in the principles of Sun 
Yat-sen and am endeavoring to spread 
the doctrines he advanced through our 
schools. Most of all, I want to see peace, 
and I believe a stable, central govern- 
ment can best assure it. Nanking can 
count on me, althotgh I will not en- 
gage my troops in any war outside this 
territory.’ 

This was a direct enough affirma- 
tion of loyalty, surely—except, perhaps, 
for that last remark. But loyalty... . 
I wondered. Last winter this slim, 
brown, handsome youth, who talked so 
earnestly of loyalty, had invited to his

“It was a case of gétting them before 
they got me,” Chang Hsueh-liang was 
reported to have remarked. 

I led up to the question of Japan. A 
frown crossed the _ dictator’s face. 
Japan? 

‘I cannot speak as frankly as I 
should like about Japan,” he said. ‘‘At 
present I am embittered toward the 
Japanese; there are many reasons for 
this. There is one that I can never for- 
get.’ His chin shot forward perceptibly; 
the eyes narrowed and there was a 
faintly disturbing gleam in them—was 
it of cunning, cruelty, hatred—who can 
read the eye of an Oriental? For a mo- 
ment it was not so incredible that this 
man deliberately had brought about the 
death of Generals Yang Yu-ting and 
Chang Yin-hui. 

‘‘But there are other reasons—obvious 
reasons—why Japan’s position in Man- 
churia is a menace to China; you know 
them.” He smiled a sudden, friendly 
smile, and said in hesitating English: 

“Foreign journalists know every- 
thing.” 

I assured him that they were always 
ready to learn more. And I pursued: 

“But Japan has brought prosperity to 
Manchuria. One must admit that.’ 
“Japan,” corrected the young mar- 
shal, ‘ras been instrumental in making 
South Manchuria prosperous. But it is 
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at the cost of a great demoralizing in- 
fluence on China. Japan's territorial 
ambitions are well known. Through un- 
equal and unfair treaties, secured in a 
time of corrupt Chinese government, 
she practically controls the railways. 
Do you know that out of about 2,200 
miles of railways, exclusive of the Chi- 
nese eastern line, Japan actually has a 
major capitalistic interest in 70 per 
cent of them? 

“The only way we can combat Jap- 
anese imperialism in Manchuria is by 
building up separate lines of communi- 
cation. We are developing a system of 
railways now, by which we hope to 
break down Japan's strangle hold on 
commerce.”’ | 

‘The Japanese have protested. They 
probably will continue to do so. But if 
Japan insists upon enforcing her ridicu- 
lous treaty and attempts to thwart fur- 
said. There is an air of determination 
about the set of his shoulders. One 
concludes that he does not often 
change his mind. 


About Chang Hsueh-liang there was 
a boyishness, a freshness that inspires 
liking. He looked healthy, buoyantly so. 
There was color in his cheeks, and 
though he was nervous, it was the ner- 
vousness of one powered with energy-— 
an energy and vigor that suggests the 
ther railway construction, doubtless 
there will be difficulties.’’ 

This was candor, honesty—a thing 
not too frequently encountered in the 
East. I got the impression that Chang 


Hsueh-liang meant exactly what he 
capacity for quick decisions in critical 
moments. And no tell-tale indications 
of opium were revealed either in his 
appearance or his action. I dismissed 
the rumor with finality. 
“You will come tomorrow and watch 
the finals of the tennis matches?”

Chang is making more than a bid fer 
popularity. He is hoping that from 
these students in Northeastern Uni- 
versity will come competent officials, 
men and women with a modern out- 
look, who can help him to rule Man- 
churia and see through the vast de- 
velopment which he has planned: 
Hulatao; the building of more rall- 
ways; the spreading of paved high- 
ways; the dgfeat of ‘‘imperialism,” and 
most of all the governing of the coun- 
try in a manner such as to assure 
peace.

If Christmas Playthings Are Chosen for Qualities of Sturdiness and Workability and Not 
Merely for Their Capacity to Excite, Then the Holiday May Offer More of Peace 
and Grood Will Within the Family Circle 


HEN we were 
making. our 
rounds of the 
toy shops this 
year we were 
particularly 
impressed 
with what the 
manager of 
one store de- 
scribed as a “tantrum-proof” train. It 
is a train that can’t go wrong. Made of 
wood, it can’t be crushed by an adult 
foot. The wheels can’t come off and 
they are so designed that the train rides 
just as well when it is upside down 
or t’other end to. 

That train, in contrast to the many 
too elaborate toys which are given 
every Christmas, will bring real pleasure 
because any child can make it go. 

When grown-ups once realize that 
children’s gifts should. be selected for 
their interest’to the child who will use 
them, instead of for their appeal to an 
adult fancy, when they learn to examine 
playthings for “tantrum-proof” qualities 
rather than for “cuteness’”—then they 
will see a diminishment in fretfulness, 
on Christmas and every other day. 
Christmas afternoon, National Tantrum 
Day, may be a period of comparative 
peace and harmony if the children’s gifts 
have been chosen for their intrinsic in- 
terest and workability. not simply for 
their capacity to excite. Electric trains 
€except for children over twelve) jump- 
ing jacks and over-dressed dolls bring 
intense delight at first sight, but after 
their novelty has worn off they are likely 
to be the cause of more annovance than 
pleasu:< 

The train can’t be operated except 
with adult assistance—and that is likely 
to be inadequate—the jumping jack gets 
in a tangle and the doll is too finely 
dressed and its clothes too stiff with 
starch for cuddling. 

' How is a fond relative with more gooa 
intentions than knowledge of child 
nature to know a worth-while plaything 
from a dud? By applying, first, the test 
of durability, a great many of the worth- 
less toys will be eliminated. Other 
criteria are that the toy be something 
a child can “work” and that it be 
guited to his age and to his special in- 
terests. By a workable toy we do not 
sean the usual mechanical device that

slides, or hops or jumps when a button 
is pressed, which, even if it doesn’t im- 
mediately get out of order, soon loses 
interest for the child because of its 
monotonous performance; but a tool toy 
with which the child really can do things. 
A tool toy that very young children work 
with successfully, if there is available 
sand or earth, is the pail and shovel set. 
(Make sure that the handles won't come 
off.) An older child likes a doll that can 
be undressed, washed, dressed again— 
treated like a real baby—or building 
blocks, or a work bench with real tools. 
Small girls are likely to enjoy house- 
keeping equipment. Well made alum- 
inum cooking sets—small size—are to be 
found in most toy departments, or can 
be assembled from the house-furnishings 
counter at the 10-cent store. Two-year- 
old housekeepers like to dust, to wipe up 
the bathroom floor with a mop that can 
be dampened, to clean the rug with a 
carpet sweeper, and to brush up the floor 
with a small dustpan and brush set. 
Another welcome gift for a child with 


domestic tendencies is the Knitting 
Nancy and a new variation of the old- 
fashioned spool knitter with which small 
scarfs, bootees and socks can be fash- 
ioned. Sewing cards are always good— 
if you get the kind with large, easily 
followed designs. 


A pussycat to stuff, complete with 
stuffing material, oilcloth front and back, 
with eyelets at the edges for lacing to- 
gether costs only $1.50 and will keep a 
five-year-old busy for at least one hour.

So few early English paintings 
exist that so far as ‘is known 
America does not yet possess an old 
English version of the “birth of 
Christ. Old French paintings of the 
subject are almost as », though 
two are known to exist in this 
country—one in the John G. John- 
son collection and one in the col- 
lection of Mr. J. P. Morgan. 
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The Morgan picture is in reality 
an “Adoration of the Magi,” though 
the action takes place at the Na- 
tivity. By an unidentified artist it 
is one of the earliest known French 
paintings now in existence. It dates 
from about 1320, and depicts a shed 
beneath which the Virgin gownea in 
Simple robes, holds on her lap a 
wholly natural Infant.

And Mr. Wells is in a position to 
know what he is talking about, because 
he made a clear profit of $2,213 this 
year off an 117-acre farm and has been 
making comfortable profits from the 
same piece of land for the past quarter 
of a century. 

Not only has Mr. Wells made a tidy 
profit each year on the operation of the 
farm, but he figures that the increas- 
ed value of his land during the past 
25 years has made his first investment 
more profitable than if he put his 
money in anything else. His land, 
which was worth only a few dollars an 
acre at that time, is now valued at 
more than a hundred dollars an acre. 

“Where,” says Mr. Wells, ‘could 
money have been invested to show that 
much of an increase and at the same 
time permit my labors to make me as 
comfortable a living and profit as on 
the farm? 

‘“T have waterworks by hydraulic ram 
at my home, gas lights and radio and 
squaling pigs to make music, but I 
would. rather hear the pigs squeal 
What I have done any other farmer 
can do merely by running his farm 
scientifically and in a business-like

Balthazar, of the dark complexion— 
dressed in a red brocade mantle em- 
broidered with gold—removes his own 
kingly crown before the Infant King, 
who is greater than he; he holds in his 
other hand a handsome bit of gold- 
smith's work, the box centaining myrrh. 
The youngest of the Magi, Gaspar—in 
a fine tunic over a brocade shirt—is 
shown holding in his outstretched hand 
another exquisite piece of goldsmithery, 
apparently and incense burner. 

The third form of painting used by 
the old masters to celebrate Christ's 
birth, “The Adoration of the Shep- 


herds,’”’ follows more or less closely the 
account given in the second chapter 
of St. Luke, and was frequently painted 
as part of the ‘Nativity,’ the two 
scenes being brought together in one 
picture. Occasionally, however, 


shepherds worship—a mixture of 
fright, humility and joy—is represented 
in a separate picture. Mr. Clarence H.

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our Flower and Vegetable Garden 


By W. Elbridge Freeborn 
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USE LEAVES—DON’T BURN THEM 


WASTE that assumes large 
proportions when calculated 
on a basis of fertilizer, goes 
on each year in our fair city of 
Mieke by those of us who burn leaves 
throughout the fall and winter. The de- 
plorable part of it is that they are 
burned in the street, much to the an- 
noyance of neighbors, passersby and 
the general public, and, worse still, to a 
total loss, so far as wood ashes, or 
humus, is concerned. We believe that 
a law has been passed, making such a 
practice illegal within the city. This 
law, we understand was passed pri- 
marily because of fire risk involved, 
both to homes along the street and to 
passing automobiles. We strongly sus- 
pect, however, that garden lovers had 
something to do with the passage of 
this bill, for every ardent flower lover 
feels a deep regret when valuable leaves 
are seen going up in smoke. 

These leaves, so often wasted, are al- 
most invaluable to the gardener, as they 
may be put to such good use. One of 
the biggest problems of the avérage 
gardener is to obtain enough fertilizer 
of the right kind in this day of autos 
and tractors. It is almost impossible 
to find such a thing as well-rotted 
stable manure. At times stable manure 
may be obtained from some of. the 
dairymen, but it is seldom well rotted, 
however, these leaves may be used in 
place of this rotted stable manure if 
they are treated with the right chem- 
ical compound in a very simple manner. 
Another need of the average gardener 
that is hard to fill is the finding~of 
wood ashes to use as a top dressing for 
the bulb and perennial border. This 
may also be obtained from these same 
leaves if they are burned properly. 


If these leaves are to be turned into 
wood ashes, burn them in some sort of 
a wire container, such as are sold at 
most of the hardware stores. These wire 
baskets, for that is what they really 
are, will prevent the leaves from blow- 
ing away and their ashes being scat- 
tered all over your place. Work the 
ashes into the soil lightly with a small 
rake, thf® treatment is particularly 
beneficial to the bulb bed. 

Perhaps you are fortunate enough 
to have a large place with a couple 
of inconspicuous places that aren't 
being wsed at the present time and will 
not be needed for a couple of years. If 
that is the case your problem will be 
easily solved. Dig a shallow hole, in 
order to hold the moisture, and build 
around this depression a low fence to 
hold the leaves. The distance between 
the planks of this fence may be about 
six inches and still hold the leaves 
well. As the leaves and other green ma- 
terials, such as grass, weeds and vege- 
table trimmings are accumulated, place 
them in this pen and allow them to 
rot. Of course this method is very slow, 
as it usually takes about two years for 
them to become thoroughly rotten, that 
is, rotten enough to use in the garden. 
For this rotting process to be finished 
even within two years time it will be 
necessary to keep the heap constantly 
wet. It should never be allowed to dry 
out as that will stop the fermentation 
process that is going on. It is well to 
leave a small depression in the center 
of the heap to hold as much of the rain, 
as possible. 

There is a method that is much easier 
and also much quicker than allowing 
nature to take its course in the method 
outlined above. These same leaves may 
be converted into real manure by the 
use of certain chemical compounds that 
may be obtained with little trouble. The 
strangest thing about this manure is 
that thorough field tests have shown 
it to be as valuable as the ordinary 
stable manure. These chemical com- 


pounds are in the form of powder and 
are easily applied. 
You need not wait until a quantity

of leaves are accumulated to treat 
them. As the leaves are collected, place 
them in a crate and pack them down 
tightly. When the untreated leaves are 
one foot deep, scatter the correct 
amount of these powders on them and 
wet thoroughly. If this system is follow- 
ed you will be taking ripened fertilizer 
from the bottom of the crate and start- 
ing leaves and refuse at the top all of 
the time, a continuous supply of fine 
manure. 


After you have been carrying this on 
for a few months you will always have 
plenty of manure at all times, at a cost 
less than that of stable manure. You 
need not limit yourself to the use of 
leaves, as almost any non-woody vege- 
table waste such as grass, weeds, vege- 
table trimmings, can trash, pea and 
bean vines, straw, corn stalks and mix- 
ed garden refuse may be used. 

This method of making artificial ma- 
nure gives you a good place to keep the 
garden trash as it accumulates, does 
away with the dangers of burning trash 
and best of all gives your garden a 
steady supply of manure. There is no 
better source of humus than good ma- 
nure. 


There are several important points 
to be kept in mind in making artificial 
manure, don’t make the heap more 
than six feet high, keep the stack 
tramped tightly, scatter the powders 
evenly, don't wash the powders away, 
but do keep it wet, never let the heap 
dry out, a,covering over the heap helps 
fermentation, the time necessary is 
from two to six months. 


HY DRANGEAS. 


Th Hydrangea, shown in the illus- 
tration, is paniculata grandiflora, more 
commonly called Hydrangea Peegee, 


one of the hardiest flowering shrubs 
that may be planted. The blossoms al- 
ways have the conical shaped flowers, 
usually pure white, and will ultimately 
grow to a height of four to five feet 
and old plants are often five feet in 
diameter. The plant blooms continu- 
ously from mid-summer, until fall, a 
time when there is not an abundance 
of flowers in bloom. It is an old fa- 
vorite and a plant that may be found 
in almost everyone of the older places 
in this section of the country. 
Although the color of the blossoms is 
white, this may be changed by changing 
the character of the soil. If the soil 
conjains much iron, or if it is very 
acid, the color of these blossoms will 
change from white to a very pretty 
shade of blue. The quickest and easiest 
way to change an alkaline or a neutral 
soil to acid is to give the soil around 
the plant an application of aluminum 
sulphate. The only rule to follow as to 
the amount of this chemical to use is 
to test the soil with litmus paper or by 
the use of a soil testing outfit. We make 
the above statements in regard to 
changing the color or shade of color 
of these plants rather guardedly, as we 
haven't observed this change and it is 
not generally practised, but we do 
knew of a number of gardeners that 
claim to have changed the color of 
Hydrangeas by the above outlined man- 


ner. Some scraps of iron introduced into 
the soil adjacent to the plant will also 
bring about this same change of color. 
This method will take at least a year . 
and sometimes more than that length 
of time. 


Pruning is very important for the 
best results as far as blooming is con- 
cerned. Pruning should be practised on 
all of the Hydrangeas during the mid- 
winter, right now. This goes back to the 
old rule: Summer flowering shrubs 
should be pruned while they are dor- 
mant. You Will not prune them too 
heavily, they may be pruned almost to 
the ground without hurting them. 


One of the favorite uses of the Hy- 
drangeas is to place the plant in some 
Shady spot. They will grow well and 
will flower almost as well in the shade 
as they will in the full sun. They pre- 


_ fer a fairly moist place, but like it well 


drained, 


Hydrangea, Hills of Snow, is another 
well-known member of this famous 
family. Although it holds a second place 
in popularity, it continually pushes its 
older brother for his place in the sun, 
The flowers are more nearly round in 
Shape, from this fact comes its name 
of summer snowball. The plant grows 
almost as tall, from three to four feet, 
as a general rule, as the Peegee variety. 
The plant transplants with the greatest 
éase, and will usually bloom the follow- 
ing year if planted early enough in the 
winter for the roots to become estab- 
lished, The flowers are often used as 
cut flowers, although their size makes 
necessary a large vase for them to 
look their best. Prefers moist fertile 
soil. This flower was first discovered 
in a gorge near Yellow Springs, Ohio, 


The Hydrangea quercifolia is com- 
monly called Oak Leaf Hydrangea, This 
name comes from the fact that the 
leaves are shaped very similar to the 
oak leaf. It is a native plant of Geor- 
gia, Alabama and Mississippi, but is 
hardy as far north as Washington, and 
often seen much farther north, where 
it is necessary to give some protection 
through the winter. The flowers are 
not as ‘compact as the other Hydran- 
peas, blooms usually during the latter 
part of May. The color of the flower 
is a pinkish-white that turns to’purple 
as they age on the plant. 


Don't forget that there are three 
things that all three of these Hydran- 
geas prefer: A little shade, a lot of 
water and very severe winter pruning. 


WHAT TO PLANT IN DECEMBER. 


SHRUBBERY—Have your shrub- 
bery planted this month, Evergreens, 
Conifers and Flowering hrube. 
Fiowering Shrubs that bloom in the 
summer should be pruned now. 
Mulch your shrubs with a mixture 
of bone meal and sheep manure. 

NTS—-Set out roses, strawberry 
plants and all kinds of shrubbery, 
Japanese and Spanish-Dutch Irises 
and Peony Crowns. 

ROSES-—Plant roses now. If your 
knife is sharp, prune your roses, tak- 
ing out the tall stems and dead wood. 
Mulch the bed thoroughiy. 


BULBS...LILIES-—Crocuses, Daffo- 
dils, Snowdrops, Anemones, Tulips, 
Ranunculus, Hyacinths and Lily of 
the Valley out of doors. Plant Free- 
sias, Paper White Narcissi and pre- 
pared Lily of the Valley pips in- 
doors. All of the Japanese Lilies 
may be planted out doors this month, 
Auratum, Regal, Speciosum Magni- 
ficum ‘seen at Flower Show), Soe 
ciosum Album and Tigrinums, both 
single and double. 

VEGETABLES—Sow lettuce, cab- 
bage and onion seeds in the cold 
frame. Start an Asparagus bed at 
this time.

Charleston’s Most Famous Cake, Lady Baltimore, Has Been for Years a Favorite the Country 
Over. Here Are Original Recipes for This Three-Layered Edifice, for a Lemon and 
Spice Combination, and for Other Simpler Cakes for Home Baking.

m N CHARLESTON they still eat 
dinner at 3 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon. In the days of King 
George before the revolution 

elegant people served dinner at 3. And 
Charleston people don’t like change. 
But it isn’t only the dinner hour which 
they have preserved. By great good for- 
tune they have kept the secrets of those 
good things they ate at their spacious 
dinners. 

One hundred years ago Miss Eliza- 
beth Harleston was bora on SBossis 
plantation. Seventy years she lived 
there, a famous hostess. From the 
columned porch she looked through 
the moss-hung trees on Cooper river, 
slipping lazily on its way to Charleston. 
Visitors arrived in boats from the river 
and on horses by land. Negroes moved 
about, languid of motion, but eager of 
words; and every negro and every guest 
knew that Bossis was famous for its 
cooking. 

Miss Elizabeth knew it better than 
any one, and many an hour she spent 
writing in her book of recipes. You can 
see this book today if you know Mary 
Leize Simons, of Barnwell, to whom the 
book has descended. With generous hos- 
pitality Mrs. Simons allows us to bring 
the ancient enchantment into modern 
northern kitchens: by telling us some of 
her best recipes. 

This fruit cake, like many another 
Charleston recipe, is too large for most 
households today. It can be halved or 
quartered. 


Rich Fruit Cake 


1 pound butter 

1 pound sugar 
12 eggs 

1 pound flour 

? cup brandy or cooking sherry 
7 cup rosewater 

4 ounce cinnamon 

1 nutmeg grated 

} teaspoon cloves 

Grated rind of one orange 
2 pounds seeded raisins 

2 pounds currants 

1 pound citron cut small. 


Cream the butter and sugar well! to- 
gether and stir in the 12 eggs, which 
have been well beaten. Add enough of* 
the flour to the fruit to cover it well 
and sift the cinnamon, nutmeg and 
cloves with the remainder of the flour. 
Add this alternately with the liquids 
to the first mixture. Then stir in the 
grated. orange rind, and, lastly, the 
floured fruits. 


Grease a large pan well, line it with 
brown paper and grease the paper. 
Pour’in the cake batter and bake in a 
slow oven (300 degrees F.) for about 
four hours. This will make about ten 
pounds of fruit cake. 

The recipe naively remarks: ‘Three 
times this amount makes a large cake.”’ 
We agree.—Mary Leize Simons.. 


Charleston Lady Baltimore 


Each year at Christmas time hun- 
dreds of white boxes go out of Charles- 
ton to all parts of the country bearing 
the round, the tall, the light, the 
fragile, the ineffable Lady Baltimore 
cakes. There are several ladies of old 
descent who make an excellent living 
making these famous cakes. You have 
seen Lady Baltimore cakes on many a 
menu, but it usually means something 
altogether different from the _ real 
Charleston delicacy. 


By no stretch of the imagination 
could this cake be called economical, 
but its goodness makes one willing to 
forget its eight eggs!

Add the lemon juice and water to the 
Sugar and cook until it spins a long 
thread, or to 246 degrees F. Pour the 
hot -syrup over the stiffly beaten egg 
whites, beating constantly and continue 
beating until cold and stiff enough to 
hold its shape. Flavor with vanilla and 
add the chopped nuts and raisins. 
Spread between layers of cake and on 
top and sides. 


Lady Baltimore Cake 


It was this recipe which was used at 
the Woman's Exchange when Owen 
Wister wrote ‘Lady Baltimore.’ 


4 cup butter 
1} cups sugar 
/2 eggs, separated 
1 cup milk 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder. 


Cream the butter and sugar, add the 
beaten egg yolks and beat well. Mix and 
sift the flour and baking powder twice, 
then sift slowly into the first mixture, 
adding the milk gradually. Bake in 
three weli-buttered layer cake pans in 
a moderately hot oven—375 degrees F.— 
for about 25 minutes. 

When the layers are baked, pour the 
soft filling given below on each layer 
before you put on the hard filling. It is 


thjs filling with the indefinite flavor 
which makes this cake so distinctive. 
1 cup sugar 
4 cup walnut meats 
} cup water 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon almond extract. 


Put the sugar, walnut meats and 
water into a saucepan and cook to the 
very soft ball stage—234 degrees F. Re- 
move from the fire and let cool until 
lukewarm—110 degrees. Add the flavor- 
ings and beat until slightly thickened 
before pouring on cake. _ . 

For the hard filling use: 


2 cups sugar 
4 cup water 
egg whites 
teaspoon vanilla 
teaspoon almond extract , 
Juice of 4 lemon 
cup chopped raisins 
1 cup chopped walnuts. 


Bring the sugar and water to the boil- 
ing point and cook until it will form a 
firm ball—246 degrees. Pour slowly over 
the stiffly beaten egg whites, beating 
constantly, and continue beating until 
cool, adding the raisins, nuts, flavoring 
and lemon juice as it begins to harden.

Cream the butter and sugar well to- 
gether. Mix and sift the dry ingredients 
and add to the firs*mixture alternately 
with the sour cream. Flavor with the’ 
lemon extract and fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. 

For the brown cake use: 


4 cup butter 
} cup brown sugar 
egg yolks 
cup molasses 
} cup sour cream 
cups flour 
teaspoon soda 
teaspoon cream of tartar 
teaspoon cinnamon 
teaspoon each mace, nutmeg and 
cloves. 


Cream the butter and sugar, add the 
beaten egg yolks and beat well. Add the 
molasses. Mix and sift the dry fngredi- 
ents and add to the first mixture alter- 
nately with the cream. 

Bake in layers, putting first a spoon- 
ful of light and then of dark batter in 
the pan. About half an hour in a mod- 
erately hot oven—375 degrees—will be 
required for baking. This cake may also 
be baked in a shallow loaf if preferred. 
It will, of course, require a longer time 
for baking —Mary Leize Simons. : 

This caramel filling, which was given 
to Mary Leize Simons by a Mrs. Lyons, 
is a perfectly delicious topping for 
either the white or golden cake. 


Caramel Filling 


3 cups brown sugar 

1 cup butter 

14 cups cream 

8 squares (} pound) chocolate, grated. 


Put the ingredients into a large 
Saucepan and cook, stirring constantly 
until the sugar is dissolved and the 
chocolate melted. Let the mixture con- 
tinue cooking until the temperature is 
234 degrees F., or when a little of the 
filling dropped in cold water will form 
a soft ball. Remove from the fire and 
beat until thick and creamy—usually 
until the filling is cool—and it will hold 
its shape. 

This recipe makes enough to ice a 
large three layer cake. The filling is, 
as might be imagined, very rich but the 
flavor is marvelous and its keeping 
qualities— if allowed to remain un- 
eaten long enough for one to test them 
—are remarkable. At the end of a week 
the filling was quite as good as the day 
it was made. The butter keeps it soft 
and it seemed even more mellow than 
at first.
